Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


My fellow citizens have, by their generous support at the polls, 
again designated me as the chief executive officer of our city for 
another year. 

In return for this very marked expression -of confidence and 
esteem, I dedicate to the service my very best efforts, and pledge 
myself to labor faithfully and earnestly for the common good. 

To the members of the City Council, departmental heads of the 
City government, and all other City officials with whom I have labored 
for the past year, is due the grateful appreciation of our people for the 
unselfish manner in which they have performed their duties. 

I desire at this time to place on record my own appreciation of 
the faithful and impartial services of all these officials for the public 
welfare, and my belief that no other Council since the establishment 
of our City government enjoys the distinction of holding nearly a 
hundred meetings with a quorum of members present every time for 
the transaction of business. 

Such a record is unusual, and entitles you gentlemen to the ae 
approval our late election affords. 

We have, I believe, been re@sonably successful as public servants 
during the administration about to close, and we should during the 
administration about to open profit by our past experiences, and if 
any mistakes have been committed zealously guard against their 
repetition. 

In a rapidly growing community like ours, the. great and all 
absorbing problem which should constantly be uppermost in the minds 
of all faithful public officials is the question: How shall we do the 
greatest amount of good with the smallest amount of outlay? 

To keep valuations and tax rates within reasonable bounds, and 
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at the same time respond justly and equitably to all demands on the 
City Treasury, is indeed a problem of the first magnitude. 

The retiring Finance Committee has recommended appropriations 
for the several departments, aggregating $137,369.71, which is 
$5,650.00 more than was appropriated last year. 

While some items appropriated last year have been reduced, and 
others are not required, the appropriation to pay maturing bonds 
the coming year must be increased $10,000, which accounts for the 
increase recommended this year. % 

I believe that the amount named will be sufficient, unless the 
Easterly span of the Mason Street bridge should develop such weak- 
ness as to make necessary a new structure. 

By reference to the Street Commissioner’s report, page 73 of the 
City Report, (hereinafter referred to by page only) you will note that 
he recommends some action the coming season respecting this 
structure to render it safe for public travel, and further states that a 
bridge expert estimated the cost of a new one at $5,000. 

If a new bridge becomes necessary, and the cost is to be provided 
for by taxation the current year, the appropriations recommended 
must be increased to about $142,000 which probably would make a 
slight increase in our tax rate. 

To determine the condition of this bridge‘as to safety at the 
earliest possible time is of great importance because the City might 
be legally liable for damages under our highway law for injuries to 
persons or property by reason of any defect, insufficiency or want of 
repair of this bridge which rendered it unsuitable for the travel 
thereon; one accident might cost us many times the price of a new 
one. 

In view of the very small salvage to be expected from the sale of 
old material estimated at only $500 I would recommend strengthening 
the present structure, in preference to building new, if safety can be 
secured in this way at moderate cost. 


Financial Department. 


Briefly stated, the financial condition of the City on February 15th 
last was as follows :—

A new hook and ladder truck for the Fire Depart- 
ment was also purchased during the year, the necessity 
for which was not foreseen on time to fully provide for 
it by a suitable appropriation, which cost..................... $ 2,300 00 


When these extraordinary expenses and the abatement of the 
Pingree taxes are considered, the net overdraft reported by the 
Auditor, Page 233, is more than accounted for. 

I believe we are safe in assuming that no such unexpected drafts 
on the public treasury will be made the coming year, and if this 
assumption be correct, we ought to reduce our debt by the end of the 
next fiscal year from $10,000 to $15,000, without unduly burdening the 
tax payers. 

There now remains due from Geo. J. Oleson, tax collector for the 
years 1902-03-04 and 05, uncollected taxes to the amount of $4,121.29, 
which we are carrying as an asset. 

It is doubtful whether this item has any money value. 

We should determine this question as early as possible, and order 
an abatement of the whole, or such portion thereof as cannot be 
collected before the close of our fiscal year. 

We should also begin during the same period to abate portions of 
the taxes on Collector Gonya’s list for 1906 and 07. 

Good business management demands that all worthless assets be 
removed from our resources. 

You will find by reference to the Auditor’s Report, pages 235-236, 
a list of small claims against sundry parties. 

These should be turned over to the City Solicitor with instructions

to collect or adjust at once. Suchof them as are found to be worthless 
should be charged off. ;

between our existing debt and the limit provided by law, all of wach 
shows that our City is in sound financial condition. 


Highway Depseunena 


Very marked improvements were made on our streets and side- 
walks the past season, but much still remains to be done. 

The remaining portions of the sidewalks on Main Street where 
the grade has been changed, and reconstruction made necessary, 
should be built as early as possible. 

Streets and sidewalks in the St. Giles district, so called, should be 
improved, and some progress made:in this direction the coming season. 

Better sidewalk accommodations should be furnished on Church 
Street, and we should see that improvements of oe character in this 
locality are begun in the early summer. 

The condition of Western Avenue from T. W. McGuire’s residence 
to Cascade Village is entitled to your serious consideration, and some 
substantial improvement of this highway is earnestly recommended. 

The Finance Committee has recommended an appropriation of 
$750.00 for State highway purposes, which, with a like amount to be 
contributed by the State, will complete the State road construction 
from the Paine bridge to the City limits as recommended in the 
Highway Commissioner’s report, page 72. 
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I hope you wiil make this appropriation so that the “mud hole” 
southerly of the Murray place may be reconstructed. 

This section of road is almost. impassible spring and fall and 
during long continued rains. 

The good work accomplished on the East side last year should be 
continued. 

We should seek some solution of the Main Street dust problem. 

Water sprinkling does not seem to furnish a suitable remedy for 
the annoying conditions experienced last summer. 

A detailed report of the work accomplished by this department, 
and the recommendations of the Street Commissioner, will be found in 
his report, page 69, to which your attention is directed. 

We should, if our finances warrant it, extend the Main Street 
paving to some of our intersecting side streets during the coming 
season, notably Mason, Mechanic, Green and Exchange Streets, in the 
order which necessity requires. 

This permanent construction is economy in the end. 

The removal of electric service poles from Main Street, and the 
placing of electric wires underground, in accordance with the order of 
the City Council, should be enforced early the coming season. 


School Department. 


Many of the recommendations suggested in last year’s inaugural 
address have been adopted, and our public school service as a whole is 
in very satisfactory condition, except in the respects following. 

The Brown and Cole School buildings are not well ventilated, and 
some action looking to improvement of this condition should be taken 
at the earliest practicable time. 

Suitable ventilation in our public school buildings is of prime 
importance, and your attention to this subject is earnestly requested. 

A careful perusal of the reports of the Board of Education, Super- 
intendent, and Principal, beginning on page 97, will be found 
profitable, interesting and instructive. 

Our school buildings and equipment are in satisfactory condition, 
except the matter of ventilation referred to, and the appropriation 
recommended ought to be sufficient; possibly it might be slightly 
reduced if the income from other sources, usually credited to this 
department, can be maintained. 

The Savings Bank department recently created is to be highly 
commended from an educational, as well as an economic standpoint. 

The Superintendent’s efforts to enforce the law forbidding the 
sale of tobacco in its various forms to minors under 18 years of age is 
highly commendable, and should receive our earnest and active 
encouragement and support. 
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It seems from the recent action of our State Legislature that the 
location of a Normal School in this City will be delayed two years. 

This is to be regretted, but we should not abandon our efforts to 
secure this much needed addition to the educational facilities of 
Berlin, and the North Country generally. 


Public Library. 


This department is well conducted and much credit is due the 
Trustees, the Librarian and her assiStants, for the very efficient 
manner in which their duties have been performed. 

The Trustees believe an appropriation of $2,000.00 should be made 
for the use of this department, instead of $1,700.00 recommended. ; 

They also suggest that a janitor expense of about $200.00 might 
be avoided if some arrangement was made with the Fire Department 
to do the janitor work at the library. 

If this change could be accomplished the desire of the Trustees 
for an increase in the appropriation might be satisfied. 

Early consideration of the matter is recommended. 

An unexpended appropriation of $200.00 is available for improving 
the entrance to the library building. This work should be done at an 
early date. 


Fire Department. 


During the past year a new and modern hook and ladder truck 
was purchased, costing, with equipment, about $2,300.00. 

The equipment of this department is now such that our people 
have a right to expect, and I believe they will receive effective fire 
protection. 

Recent fires have been admirably handled and controlled, and 
much credit is due the officers and men for their persistent and well 
directed efforts to make this department worth the money necessary 
to maintain it. 

In view of the fact that no additional apparatus or epuipment is 
called for in the department report, and that, notwithstanding the 
expenditure of $2,300.00 for a hook and ladder truck last year, the 
appropriation was exceeded only $695.27, we ought to succeed in 
reducing this year’s appropriation below the amount recommended. 


Sanitary Department. 
Very gratifying progress was made last season in the extension of 
our sewer system. 
About 4,000 feet of new sewer was constructed, 56 house connec- 
tions were made therewith, and 81 connections were made with the 
sewer system existing prior to 1910. 
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The Sewer Commissioner’s recommendation, page 65, that a storm 
sewer be constructed in the St. Giles district, to take care of the large 
accumulation of surface water in that region resulting from thaws 
and rain storms, should be adopted.. 

The Health Department as now constituted and operated, although 
it created some antagonism at first, seems to have been so well con- 
ducted that opposition has disappeared, and public approval has 
rewarded its efforts to improve our sanitary conditions. 

It must be conceded that many reforms have been effected, and 
marked benefits derived from the work of this department. 

It may be necessary to slightly increase the appropriation recom- 
mended for this department. 

No increase should be made, however, unless the requirements of 
the service, economically administered, imperatively demand such 
action. 


Taxe Ss. 


A system of discount for early payment of taxes has been in 
operation for the past two years, 2 per cent. if paid before July 31st; 
1 1-2 per cent. if paid before August 31st; and 1 percent. if paid before 
September 30th. In 1909 it worked well, but in 1910 the result was 
disappointing. 

If the discount system is to be continued, I believe it should be a 
gross amount, and restricted to a shorter, early period. 

» Whether the practice is justified by results is a debatable question, 
and the matter should be considered fully before adopting the plan 
for another year. 


Public Buildings. 


The only recommendation to be made on this subject at this time 
is better accommodations for the transaction of the City business at 
the earliest possible time, consistent with our financial ability to meet 
the expense of such improvement. 


City Poor. 


This department was very successfully administered during the 
fiscal year just closed, and an exceptionally good financial showing 
reported. 

The exercise of sound judgment and economy in dealing with the 
City’s poor may, in some cases, have the appearance of severity, but 
before criticism is offered, the difficulties to be encountered in the 
faithful performance of the Overseer’s duties and the facts surround- 
ing each case should be carefully considered. 
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Overdrafts. 


Some heroic work must be done to prevent expenditures in excess 
of appropriations. 

It is true that occasionally it is difficult to avoid doing so, but it 
seems to me that this practice has been indulged too freely in years 
‘past. - 

It cannot be justified as a general proposition, and only in excep- 
tional cases should it be allowed. 

I entreat you, gentlemen, to join with me in an honest effort to 
abolish this system. Bin 

If we succeed in accomplishing our purpose this year, it will serve 
as a wholesome precedent for years to come. 


Conclusion. 


As we proceed with our duties, frequent recurrence to depart- 
mental reports will be of great practical value to us in arriving at 
intelligent and just conclusions in matters requiring consideration and 
action. 

The maxim that “ Public office is a public trust’? Should be con- 
stantly before us in the discharge of our official duties, and I look 
forward with confidence to an honest, successful and fruitful 
administration.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council: 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit herewith a report of the City 
Engineer’s Department for the year ending January 31st, 1912, together 
with recommendations for the future in the departments with which 
this is most directly connected. 

Owing to the fact that the appropriation for this department was 
greatly reduced, and desiring to keep within bounds as nearly as 
possible, I have done practically nothing except what was ordered by 
your honorable body.

Several complaints were considered, investigations made, and 
reports submitted. 

Plans were drawn for a Storm Sewer from Berlin Mills Village to 
Berlin Mills Time Office, but the work of construction was not under- 
taken this year for various reasons. 

A much needed Storm Sewer was built in the St. Giles District, 
and I am confident it will do away with a long standing nuisance. 

A sidewalk was laid out on Church Street, but was not built. 

Investigations were made to ascertain the cause of complaints 
against the Storm Sewer on High Street, with the result that four 
private sewers were found to be connected therewith, and causing the 
trouble. 

In conjunction with the Board of Health, an inspection of the 
Theatres of the city was made, with reference to proper ventilation, 
with the result that the Gem Theatre has installed a very good system 
of direct ventilation. 

An inspection and report were made on the matter of a new Pole 
Line on the Easterly side of Main Street, from Mason Street to Fifth 
Street, for the joint use of the Electric Light and Railway Companies. 
Failure of the Companies involved to comply with an order to con- 
struct the proposed line resulted in that the matter had to be put off 
until next spring, when it should be strictly enforced. 

The Electric Light lines on many of the streets of the City are in 
very poor condition, and in several cases the ordinance governing the 
height of wires is not complied with. 

I would respectfully bring to your attention the following recom- 
mendations, as well as those of former years: 
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Owing to the fact that there are in the City at the present time so 
few boundaries and monuments that it would be almost impossible to 
make an accurate survey or plan of the land taken up by streets, I 
would suggest that immediate steps be taken to make permanent what 
bounds can be found, and to set new ones where street lines intersect, 
in order to protect the City and the land owners from future antici- 
pated trouble from that source. ; 

Street grades could be, and should be established at the same - 
time as the foregoing survey, and every prospective builder compelled 
to set his foundation in accordance with the grade. This would do 
away ta a large extent with flowage troubles, and would insure proper 
elevations for sewer connections. It would also add greatly to the 
appearance of the newer streets. 

A permanent City Datum should be established, by erecting a 
bench mark upon which all elevations should be based. The cost 
would be very small, and in the future levelling would be done with 
an idea of uniformity, instead of helter-skelter as it is at present, and 
elevations of different points about the City would be recorded. 

Until the past year, practically no records have been kept in this 
Department, as property of the City. A very good collection of plans, 
notes and other data is the property of a man who no longer resides 
here. That data is therefore entirely inaccessible. In order to start a 
system of records, it is necessary to purchase this collection, and I am 
sure the cost would not be greater than the difficulties encountered 
each year through the lack of such a system. 

I would recommend that the money in the Street Department be 
laid out on a smaller number of streets each season. The annual cost 
per square yard of surface would be far less if a system of paving were 
carried on, and I am confident the tax-payers as a whole would be 
better satisfied. I would suggest for such a system, perhaps, the 
selection of a small street area each year, to be paved. 

I cannot condemn too strongly the practice of trying to build 
streets out of cinders. The material is too light to stay in place and 
hold the shape of a street; it is destructive to the inner surfaces of 
pipe drains; it grinds up into a fine powder which forms dust when 
dry, and black mud when wet. Its use should be restricted to places 
where it will be completely covered with a material through which it 
cannot work up to the surface. 

I would reccommend that Section 2 of “ An Ordinance in Relation 
to the Inspection of Public Streets and Ways in the City of Berlin” be 
more strictly enforced, as should Section 1 of “An Ordinance in 
Relation to the Inspection of Waste Materials in the Streets of the City 


of Berlin.” This latter could be greatly strengthened if garbage cans 
were placed at intervals along the streets. 
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I would recommend that no street surfacing be done until the 
street in question is properly underdrained, proper provision being 
made for surface water, and all pipe lines under that street known to 
be in reasonably good condition. 

There are many streets in the City that could be shaped up ata 
very small expense, and gutters built at the same time. By thus 
turning the surface water into a proper course, quite an item of 
expense could be done away with, namely, the replacing of street 
surfacing which washes down hill during every considerable rain 
storm. 

Main Street, from Fitth Street to the new State Highway, isin a 
well-nigh impassable condition. It should be drained and rebuilt next 
summer. 

There are several places on lower Main Street where water collects 
to a considerable depth. I think it would be possible to place catch- 
basins at these points, and do away with a lot of reasonable complaint. 

An appropriation was made in 1910 for the purpose of changing 
the Public Library steps. This work should be done, as the present 
state of affairs is a very bad example to house owners all over the 
City, who persist in using privately the land reserved for sidewalks. 

From my observations, I would recommend that a practice be 
started, of laying larger pipe for sewers, with a view to future expan- 
sion of the Sewer System. We already have pipes carrying capacity 
quantities of sewerage, and additional connections to them are utterly 
impossible. 

I would recommend that the High Street Storm Sewer be taken 
care of, the coming season. It is quite necessary that this continue to 
be used as a combined system for surface water and house sewerage, 
so I would suggest trapping the open catch-basins to do away with the 
odors which come from them. 

The above mentioned Storm Sewer in Berlin Mills is a very desir- 
able improvement, and steps should be taken to secure it in the near 
future. 


The sewer from the City Building has caused considerable trouble 
the past year. It should be re-laid as early in the spring as possible. 


The concrete arch over Dead River at the Hillside Avenue crossing 
should be completed, an unexpended balance still remaining from the 
original appropriation for that purpose. 


The two spans over the Androscoggin River at Mason Street are, 
as you know, in very poorcondition. Signs have been posted restrict- 
ing the loads passing over them to four tons. While slightly heavier 
loads might not cause the bridges to collapse, it would be a very great 
risk to allow the practice of taking such loads across. I would recom- 
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mend that the two spans be replaced without delay, to insure the 
absolute safety of traffic which must of necessity cross the river at 
that point. 

In closing, I wish to take this opportunity to thank His Honor the 
Mayor, the City Council, and the members of the several departments 
for the assistance they have so kindly rendered to me.

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As will be seen, all these buildings were erected in what is prac- 
tically the business and residential section of the City, and in addition 
to the above some fifteen buildings in the outlying part of the City 
have been erected at a cost of about $1,500 each. The cost of the 
wooden buildings in the residential and outlying district was 
$71,950.00 and the total cost of the brick buildings erected $19,300.00, 
thus the total cost of all buildings erected was $91,250.00. 


Repairs. 

In addition to the above, permits for additions and repairs were 
granted as follows:— ;

The total amount expended for additions and repairs was 
$26,550.00 and the grand total expended in buildings, additions and 
repairs was $117,800.00. 

Owing to the many changes that have been made in the Laws 
since the present Building Ordinance was passed and the growth of 
the congested part of our City, I am of the opinion that the present’ 
Ordinance is inadequate for our present needs, and should be revised 
accordingly and in this connection would say that this should be done 
before the commencement of the next building season. I would par- 
ticularly point out that permits granted either inside or outside the 
Fire District should expire in 30 days from the time of issue as 
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regards the commencement of the work, as I found my work some- 
what hampered by the fact the building permits issued by the Building 
Inspectors who preceded me had never been exercised and if a new 
Ordinance were passed it would be beneficial in other ways as it 
might prevent the erection of buildings in districts where no sewerage 
facilities are convenient, and this would save a good deal of trouble on 
the part of the Board of Health.

Report of Police Commission. 


To His Excellency, the Governor of the State of New Hampshire, and to 
His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City of Berlin: 


In accordance with Chapter 160 of the Session Laws of 1905, we 
submit our annual report for the year ending Dec. 31st, 1911. | 

During this year there have been a few changes in this depart- 
ment. John B. Noyes resigned as City Marshal and George B. Day 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. Arthur Ouillette was appointed 
Assistant City Marshal. Three patrolmen were discharged for mis- 
conduct—one, however, upon petition and hearing was reinstated. 
And one patrolman resigned. 

Owing to the fact that the City is now under the License System it 
was deemed advisable to add one more patrolman, and then to add to 
the efficiency of the whole police force it was deemed advisable to 
place telephone boxes in different parts of the City, these telephones 
connecting directly with the police station. Six boxes have been 
placed. Now all a patrolman has to do is to go to the nearest box, 
call up the police station and make his report, which he is required to 
do every hour, thus saving the time required in going to the police 
station to make his report, besides protecting the territory covered by 
his beat all the time. 

We have made some reductions and changes in the inventory of 
the City property in this department owing to depreciation and use, 
which you will notice by comparing last year’s report with this.

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Report of Board of Education. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 1, 1912. 


To His Honor ihe Mayor and the City Council of the City of Berlin: 


In submitting to you the 27th Annual Report of the Department of 
Education for the year 1911-12 we wish to call your attention to some 
matters which we think deserve your careful consideration. 


FIRST: The schoolhouse on Main Street, which is known as the 
Brown School, has long since served its purpose and is now a constant 
source of trouble and a menace to the health of the children and 
teachers who are obliged to occupy it. We have ourselves been well 
aware for a long time of the lack of ventilation and the general 
unsanitary conditions that prevail in it, but recently we have had our 
attention called to this school by the Board of Health. Within a few 
years there have been some improvements made and everything has 
been done to make this building as healthy and satisfactory as it is 
possible to make it without entirely remodeling the building. Two of 
the rooms are too large for the purpose for which they are being used 
and two of them are too small. There is no basement under three- 
fourths of the building and it is impossible to put in a suitable furnace. 
The building is generally out of repair. If a proper basement and the 
other things that are necessary for a modern school were put into this 
old building it would undoubtedly cost a large sum of money and when 
the building was complete it would still be an unsatisfactory school- 
house. We earnestly recommend that you do away entirely with this 
schoolhouse and build a new schoolhouse consisting of four rooms 
either on the location of the Brown School or nearby. A four room 
building would accommodate comfortably two hundred pupils. The 
need of such a schoolhouse in this location would be permanent. The 
cost would be between $16,000 to $20,000, and would not be a great 
deal more than the cost of properly remodeling the old schoolhouse. 
By having a modern brick building there would be a considerable 
saving in the fire risk, in the heating and in the repairs, so we feel the 
City of Berlin would be justified in going to this expense. 


SECOND: There will be need within a few years of a schoolhouse 
51 
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in that section of the City which lies to the west of the Grand Trunk 
Railroad. We do not recommend that such a schoolhouse be built 
this year as we feel the City can get along for the present without it, 
and we also feel certain that at the next session of the Legislature, or 
later on, the State of New Hampshire will decide to accept the City of 
Berlin’s offer in regard to a normal school. _ You will remember that a 
year ago this matter was carefully considered by the Committee on 
Normal Schools and was reported on favorably by them. The only 
reason the Legislature did not make the appropriation needed to carry 
out the plan was a lack of funds. On account of the fact that a 
normal school is in prospect we advise you to await further considera- 
tion of this matter by the State in order to have a school built which 
will serve the purposes of the City and of the State at the same time. 
A normal school would be of great benefit to our City. The teachers 
who would get their education in a normal school located in Berlin 
would naturally come from our own part of the State and would form 
the logical supply on which the schools of Berlin would draw for their 
teaching force after a few years. By observing the work of such a 
school and becoming acquainted with the men and women who were 
conducting it our citizens would get into closer touch with educational 
matters and become more and more interested in the progress that is 
being made in the training of their children. We call your attention 
to this matter and hope that when the time comes you will feel the 
necessity of doing everything to bring this normal school to our City. 


THIRD: The success of our High School in the last few years 
under the efficient management of its principal, Mr. F. S. Libbey, has 
been quite remarkable. When this High School was built it was 
expected that 300 to 350 pupils would be the maximum number that 
would ever have to be taken care of. This year the school has num- 
bered 356 and with the new additions which were built last summer is 
comfortably filled. It is expected another year that the attendance 
will amount to 420 and the accommodations will need to be stretched 
to their limit. The reason for this excellent record is due primarily 
to the splendid management and teaching which has been going on in 
the High School for the last few years. It is also due to the fact that 
the boys and girls who attend the High School are given their choice 
of four different courses of study: the straight College Course, the 
Mechanic Arts Course, the Commercial Course and the Domestic 
Arts Course all have their special attraction for different pupils. The 
girls and boys as well as their parents find that the years spent in this 
High School are of infinite value in their preparation for life whatever 


plans they may have after their high school course is finished. This 
fact can best be appreciated by the statement that during the last four 
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years 98 per cent. of all the children in the grades who were eligible 
for the High School have actually entered the High School. 


The work in the grades has also been brought to a high state of 
efficiency, and this fact undoubtedly has contributed largely to the 
success of the High School. 


FOURTH: You will notice that the expenses of schools for the 
past year have been kept within the school appropriation. This has not 
been accomplished by any curtailment of the needs of the schools. 
While there has been no money wasted, everything has been provided 
in the way of teaching and supplies and new equipment that has con- 
stantly to be added to the school system. The credit for this result is 
largely due to the way the finances have been handled by the Com- 
mercial Department in the High School. All the money that has been 
paid out has passed through this Department and has served as a 
source of instruction to the school as well as a source of economy to 
the City. We would call your attention to the great advantage it 
would be to the school if you allowed them to handle all the expendi- 
tures of the other departments in the City and assist the officers of the 
City in keeping track of their expenses. This would materially help 
the school work, and, we have no doubt, would be much appreciated 
by the heads of the different departments and would prove a saving to 
the City. 

FIFTH: We feel that the interest and ability which has been 
shown in building up our school system by our Superintendent, Mr. 
G. H. Whitcher, deserves special mention. The process of working 
out a modern theory of education from the first grade to the time 
the pupil graduates from the High School is a most difficult 
matter and_takes a long time to perfect. We have no doubt that Mr. 
Whitcher realizes better than any one else how many difficulties there are 
still to be overcome, but the fact remains that he has already accom- 
plished splendid results, and we feel sure that any citizen who will 
give time and thought enough to the matter to thoroughly investigate 
his methods and results will become convinced that they are most 
satisfactory and compare favorably with work that is being done in 
any other part of the country.

Superintendent s Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 1, 1912. 
To the Board of Education: 


Gentlemen :—For the eighth time I submit the annual report of 
this office and according to custom suggest some matters that need 
to be considered as well as point out some things that have been or are 
being done. 


Teachers. 


*==The problem of securing efficient teachers now as ever is the 
principal one in efficient school management. It is a purely business 
proposition in which race, religion, friendship or favoritism have no 
part. Inefficient teachers must make way for better ones, for the city 
has no money to_squander on poor teaching. I appreciate as never 
before the constant support that the Board of Education has given me 
during these past eight years, such support, both in administrative and 
pedogigical lines, is responsible for the progress that has been made, 
for no matter how rational the plan of work or effective the teaching 
only the firm support of the men officially behind the whole can bring 
success. So far as I know for seven years there has not been an 
adverse vote by any member of the Board on any matter as finally 
presented for your consideration. 

It is growing more difficult year by year to fill vacancies with 
teachers who can maintain the present standard from the start and 
secure that degree of improvement, that alone can insure growth and 
developement. The State of New Hampshire owes it to Coos County 
that a Normal School be established at the earliest practicable date, for 
every dollar of the $130,000 annually spent in this county depends for 
its effectiveness upon the teachers who guide and direct the children 
in the schools. We cannot go into the open market and compete with 
the richer and more populus sections, and even at an equal salary 
teachers do not like to go so far from home for employment. The 
city of Berlin through its City Council has shown that it is willing todo 
its full part in securing suitable training facilities for teachers, the 
state must help us. 
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I feel sure that our teaching force this year is all that our range of 
salaries can secure and while increased salaries would enable us to 
retain some who now leave, I do not see how under the present con- 
ditions such increases can be made. 


I believe that after this year we ought to make salary advancement 
in the High School dependent upon some form of consecutive and 
regular professional study, just as is the case in the grades and I shall 
bring this matter to the attention of both the board and the teachers 
soon. 


Less Years and Better Preparation 


Nothing can be gained by ignoring the wide spread tendency to- 
ward reshaping the method of education. This tendency is not con- 
fined to state or national limits but is as far reaching as civilization it 
self. The most conspicuous factors in the changes that are in progress 
is the attempt to harmonize all educative efforts with the changed and 
the changing circumstances of social and occupational life. 


Toa single phase of this reorganization, I wish to call attention, 
namely, the tendency to shorten the elementary school course. The 
foundation upon which this tendency is based is psychological and has 
little to do with administrative or other features. The pupil himself 
has pointed out the way and the schools have been all too slow in re- 
cognizing obvious facts. There are certain well known facts relating 
to human growth and development that clearly indicate periods of 
physical growth alternating with periods of mental development for 
example from four to five years of age a child’s brain grows more than 
it will in all his later life; at eight years the brain is nearly as large as 
it will ever be. At from eight to nine or ten there is another period of 
slow growth and from twelve to fourteen is a very great bodily increase 
followed by four years of decreased rate of growth. This alternation 
gives us at least three and probably five important periods at which 
there is a kind of levelling up of growth; periods of great importance 
in adjusting nerve and muscle for the struggle of life. The first of 
these five turning points is at four years of age and falls outside of the 
school jurisdiction. This is the time when mental and physical exer- 
cises in the open air is necessary to balance the enlarged brain and 
nerve mechanism. Shade trees, garden, lawn, brook and forests are 
the best school rooms now, and sand-pile, hammer, toys, dolls, garden 
tools, are the best equipment; and as to the method, nature’s way is 
the best. 

At six years of age we come to a period of well defined stability, 
muscle and nerve growth have become pretty well equalized and a new 
social feeling comes into the child’s life. He cuts loose from the lead- 
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ing strings and is independent, wants to group with other children and 
is not only willing but anxious to substitute school for home a part of 
the day at least. 

In the working quarters and slums of large cities the more preco- 
cious children of this age become almost entirely independent and are 
knocking about in back alleys or sidewalks, sharp-eyed and quick of 
movement, surviving in the face of all the dangers that threaten 
Now, or a little later, is the time to direct’ this energy into useful 
channels through the school. The kind of school is all important and 
must aim to train the muscle and exercise and develop the brain. 
Picture cutting, picture drawing, sense training, observation, story 
telling and dramatizing should be prominent now. 


There should be freedom for the use of the muscles and there 
should not be repression either of physical or mental tendencies. 
Simply direct these tendencies in ways that develop the brain through 
the use of the muscles and the five senses. 


At about the age of eight or nine, the average child, boy or girl, 
has reached the age where the brain, so far as size goes, is about as 
large as it.will ever be. That is, its growth in size from this age on is 
very slow, and at this period, or a little later, bodily growth is less 
rapid than previously, so on the whole we have a very important 
period of equilibrium from eight to twelve. In fact the child of this 
age would be able “to successfully overcome the obstacles found in 
primitive life. He would correspond somewhat to the stage of devel- 
opment of some of the tribes found by Livingstone in Africa. His 
muscles and nerves are reasonably well adjusted for simple tasks 
such as gardening, manual training, sewing and knitting, employing 
only hand tools. 


In such primitive work children at this age become very proficient. 
I have recently critically examined some work of both boys and girls 
in the fifth grade and have been surprised at the fine quality of the 
hand work. A set of necktie hangers involving parallel sides, square 
edges, and four bevel corners, as well as the boring of two holes at 
both upward and outward angles to the body of the handle, I found to 
be superior in workmanship to similar and by no means different work 
by pupils two or three years older. Boxes made by these same fifth 
grade classes were nearer to measurement, more accurate in angles 
and better joined and finished than corresponding boxes and drawers 
made by the older pupils. These are not results with a few pupils but 
are fairly representative of groups of thirty to fifty pupils. In our 
fifth grade sewing classes I find aprons hand hemmed with stitches 
better spaced, hems more uniform in width, and button holes better 
worked than is common among older girls, even adults. I have given 
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these illustrations to show what I mean when I say that from eight to 
twelve the child is living an efficient self reliant life, as far as simple 
every day life is concerned and so far as primitive hand work goes. 

Hand writing, too, follows the same law. Better papers are 
written by classes at eleven years of age than by the same classes 
later on at fourteen. Such facts can only be accounted for by con- 
sidering the general law upon which they depend. This law will best 
be stated after considering the next turning point. 


At about twelve years of age commences a period of rapid growth 
of body which ends at about fourteen. Boys and girls shoot up in 
height, outgrow clothing, school seats, and what is more to the point, 
their muscles and bones outgrow the nerve mechanism that controls, 
directs and effectualizes movements. This rapid bodily growth so 
far out-runs nerve adjustment that awkwardness results from failure 
of the brain and nerves to control the newly extended muscular 
system. Hand writing breaks up because the fingers and wrist 
muscles fail to answer the nerve signal sent out by the brain. The 
constructive work in the shop becomes less accurate and exact 
because the hand that controls the saw, plane, chisel and knife has for 
a time ceased to respond promptly and accurately. In sewing, too, 
while the eyes see and the mind directs yet the muscles are unable to 
accurately space the stitches or gauge the hem. The condition of the 
boy or girl during this period of rapid physical growth is analagous to 
that of the ball team without a captain; there may be abundance of 
effort but team work is lacking and there is no effective co-operation. 


At about sixteen or seventeen the last of our educational mile- 
posts is passed. Now nature has gathered up the loose ends of the 
twelve to fourteen break-up and has readjusted the nerves and muscles 
on what is to be the final adult level of efficiency, now it is, but 
not before, that occupations and professions have the right to influence 
the matter and method of education because now for the first timea . 
permanent nerve and muscle adjustment has been effected. From 
this it will be seen that we have three periods of somewhat effective 
adjustment but on a very different mental level. 


The first equilibrium is at about six and the control of the move- 
ment here is largely instinctive. As already suggested education 
should now aim to train the senses and strengthen the body. It 
should also make use of myths, legends and fairy stories in awakening 
and developing the individual. The second equilibrium is reached 
from eight to nine. Nowconsciously directed movements predominate. 
Experience has provided the child with the base of determining what 
to do and how to do it; instead of an instructive tendency to drive a 
nail into any piece of board as in the case of a six years old child. 
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Now at eight to ten the same child by imitation or otherwise pre- 
determines to nail four boards together to form the four sides of a 
box. He thinks ahead of his doings and at the same time thinks of 
the way of doing. The accuracy previously mentioned comes from 
three causes. First, his thinking about the result he is aiming at has 
enabled him to mentally picture the means he will employ and has 
given him opportunity to. see in his mind’s eye how the thing he is 
making ought to look. 

Second, his senses have been so developed since his six years old 
form that he can determine with accuracy how much must be sawed 
from this piece and how much planed from that. 

Third, his nerves and muscles are so well adjusted and respond so 
readily that the tool he is using is under complete or at least reason- 
able control. So the chisel is stopped before it cuts too much or the 
plane is prevented from removing too much. Thus .accuracy of work- 
manship becomes possible. 


The school best suited to the second period of equilibrium is one 
in which, for the first two years at least, sense training is made much 
of in order that accuracy of sight, touch and of hearing may contribute 
their part toward efficiency, but the last of the period is the time for 
drill. “Learning to do by doing.” Drill in reading, writing and 
spelling, drill in number work, drill in drawing, drill in singing, drill in 
constructive work, drill in sewing. Now drill as here used does not 
mean useless, senseless, purposeless repetitions in copy book, on 
musical scales, in planing pieces straight and square or in practice 
stitches on “Samplers”, but it does mean purposeful repetition of 
processes on work that will appeal to the pupil himself as of value 
when complete. Repetition not for repetition’s sake, but for imme- 
diate value in accomplishing some desired results. 


The school during this highly important period must lay the 
foundation for the future building of the constructive imagination of 
which President Eliot has said, “Constructive imagination is the great 
power of the poet as well as the artist and the nineteenth century has 
convinced us that it is also the great power of the man of science, of 
the investigator and philosopher” to see a vision, to work toward it and 
to realize in some degree its attainment, no matter whether the vision 
is that of a sled, a loaf of bread, an illustrative drawing for a booklet, 
a neatly written geography paper, or a well arranged sheet of solutions 
of problems in arithmetic, this is the kind of education that is suited 
to the average child during the years from eight to twelve. 

The third period of equilibrium comes at sixteen or later and falls 
chiefly outside the public school period. I have already shown that 
from six to twelve or thirteen we have six or seven years during which 
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all of the child’s activities are essentially under the control of the 
senses. Imitation of things seen, as in reading, writing, drawing and 
construction, or of sound heard as in singing, piano playing, practice 
on the violin, etc. Sight, hearing and touch are the roads that lead to 
the brain centers. These are the years psychologically suited for such 
work and no matter what the starting period, whether at four, five, six 
or seven years, the final result will be the same so far as high school 
entrance age is concerned, if the method of school work is rational 
pupils entering at four will require nine or ten grades to fit them to 
the high school work; pupils entering at seven will be equally well 
fitted and, probably, better, for the same high school work in six 
years. It is not the number of years in the grades that count so much 
as the stage of development of the pupil and the adjustment of the 
school work to that stage of development. This, then, is why the 
elementary school is shortened by increasing the entering age from 
four, which at one time was the common minimum, to five or six, 
lessening the number of grades from nine to eight and seven. 


In connection with the period of equilibrium at eight and twelve 
it ought to be pointed out that much of the supposed demand for 
incorporating trade school, combination public and shop schools, as 
well as early occupational courses into the public schools, is based on 
misconceptions due to the fact that pupils of this age become accurate 
workers of material by primitive processes, but if we should throw 
this immature youth into the occupations as too many of them are 
already thrown every year we should develop a lot of workers able to 
use their hands, but with little head power to go beyond the purely 
imitative stage of accomplishment. A state of arrested development 
such as was very common twenty years ago in our New England 
cotton mills and is common today in some of the mining districts. 
Unfortunate members of the laboring masses dwarfed in body and 
intellect through premature vocationalization with just skill enough 
to earn the lowest wages that will keep body and soul together. 


Thus upon a purely psychological base is the so-called primary 
and grammar school based and this is why the old ten grade system 
gave way to nine grades, this in turn being replaced by an eight 
system, except in some very conservative sections of the United States, 
and now the same force is substituting seven grades for the eight and 
in the fullness of time this irresistible force will of necessity limit the 
type of education that is characteristic of the true primary-grammar 
school, to the years from six or seven to twelve or thirteen, thus 
reducing the grades to six and finally establishing them on a scientific 
base, 
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The High School Period. 

With the breaking up of the physical, mental and moral adjust- 
ment previous to the third period of equilibrium, that is, at eleven to 
thirteen years, a new being is evolving and new methods and subjects 
are required. This change is not explosive but it is rapid. Thisis the 
beginning of the secondary or high school period and its limits are 
fixed by the inherent tendency of the pupil and lie between the years 
of thirteen and seventeen, four years during which the final series of 
adjustment are made, which at the next period, seventeen to twenty- 
one or twenty-two, are to come under the semi-automatic and 
automatic control that enables men to become efficient artisans. In 
ten years of public school life the six years old pupil of normal ability 
becomes or may become the high school graduate, ready for the trade 
school, technical school or professional school, and if further schooling 
is impossible ready for shop, farm, office and home. 


HAND WORK AND BRAIN DEVELOPMENT. 


Manual Training in the Grades. 


This year it has become possible for the first time to extend the 
construction work town to the fifth grade. This is in many respects 
the most important change of the year. These boys are about eleven 
years old and are in the midst of that wonderfully complete stage of 
physical and mental development, when nature seems to pause awhile, 
but entering upon the adolescent period; it is during this ten to twelve 
years old period that drill is developmental because muscular move- 
ments now do not become automatic through repetition but remain 
under conscious control. Hand work is now in many respects at its 
highest efficiency as a developer and at no single year from this time 
on is there any evidence that hand training is ever again quite so 
closely identified with brain training. It is true that in both the sixth 
and seventh grades much of this educative value continues but all the 
time there is some decrease in the evident enthusiasm and intensity of 
interest as well as a tendency towards an incipient form of careless- 
ness, indicative of decreased mental alertness. 

Our work this year in the grades has been of the highest quality 
yet accomplished. Typewriter tables, chairs and tables for two 
teachers’ rooms, sleds, skiis, bookcases and a great variety of small 
articles. Of one thing there can be no doubt, namely, that the little 
fussy, puttering knife work on thin wood, resulting chiefly in chips 
and finger training, is not what the live boy wants, Larger projects 
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where the large as well as the small muscles have opportunity for 
growth through use, and where consciousness of the value of the 
articles under construction calls forth the best efforts of the pupil. I 
am more than ever convinced that most of the elementary cabinet 
making and much of the wood turning belongs in the grades rather 
than in the high school. 


Mechanic Art in the High School. 


This work has not been quite up to the standard for the past two 
years in some departments because of the difficulty in securing 
suitably trained teachers. How to get teachers with sufficient skill in 
the technical part of the work and the right point of view and ability 
along educational lines is aserious problem. But just now we have an 
excellent combination and are getting reasonably satisfactory results. 


Our work this year has been on a wider basis than usual and the 
chief project has been the construction of six one-half Horse Power 
A. C. Induction motors. This gives no end of work where accuracy is 
imperative and where the principles of the science of electricity must 
be met at every step. I expect that we shall be able to complete these 
motors by June and shall then install them to run the speed lathes 
previously constructed by this department. 


The number of pupils taking the Mechanic Art course has 
increased to such an extent that next year we shall have to go back 
into the old basement where the work started five years ago. I doubt 
if many of our citizens really know how great has been the success of 
this Mechanic Art course; starting five years ago with thirty pupils it 
has three times outgrown its quarters and equipment and now with 
91 pupils in its four courses it once more taxes the present 
quarters to their limits but at least one year’s growth ntay be handled 
by a return to the before named basement undesirable as that step 
is from every other point of view. 


Since the organization of the course there have been a total of 
161 pupils enrolled, and at no time has the original plan of 
making it an educational rather than a trade course been deviated 
from. Boys who take this course do, however, become reasonably 
efficient wood and metal workers, but this is not and never has been 
the central object. To give a good education that shall equip a boy 
for the general duties of life, a life of usefulness to self and society, 
and to do this by including among other agencies such constructive 
activities as are associated with wood work, pattern making, mould- 
ing, casting, forging, machining and grinding, tampering, etc., as well 
as designing and drafting—this has been our ideal. There is no 
question but the pupils thus developed will become handy not only in 
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the use of tools but many will become expert, nevertheless the main 
fact after all is to give them resourcefulness of both brain and hand 
to meet new conditions and overcome new obstacles as they shall arise 
in any trade, calling, profession or occupation. 


Domestic Art Department. 


* The corresponding work for girls consists of sewing, knitting, 
embroidery and other needlework, selecting and preparing food, can- 
ning and preserving, serving lunches, making dresses and investigating 
apparatus of the household, as well as training in personal hygiene and 
household sanitation, The elements of nursing will also be studied in 
a practical way during the last year of the course. 

In the grade course there is the same tendency toward excellence 
of hand work in the ten years old stage as was observed with boys in 
wood work. 

Hand sewing, including elementary dressmaking, is a grade 
subject and as an accessory to this the use of the sewing machine is 
important. In the High School measuring, drafting and pattern 
making is important and gives opportunity fora large variety of 
developmental work. 

On the art side, no other course offers so promising a field because 
personal adornmentand home equipment under the control of good taste 
and refinement are of supreme importance to every home maker. It is 
hoped to extend the subject of music in this course and to develop not 
only the music-sense but music-consciousness as well, that is to not only 
be able to play and sing but to love and appreciate good music and to 
be able to intellectually grasp the composer’s meaning as well as to 
derive satisfaction from melody and harmony. The following are the 
list of the projects for one year. 

In this work we have for the most part secured the materials 
from citizens who have desired to have fruit canned and food cooked. 
This work for others has saved a large item of expense to the city and 
given the highest results to the classes for the reasons that responsi- 
bility rests with the pupils and further because the quality of the 
product is tested by the public, thus making the process real in the 
broadest sense of the term.

Music. 


Two days before opening of the fall term, word was received from 
our music teacher, Miss Nellie Blake, notifying us that on account of 
the death of her mother it would be impossible for her to return to her 
work. . 

Two circumstances delayed filling this unexpected vacancy. First, 
the hope that Miss Blake might decide a little later to return and 
second, when this hope was found to be groundless, the practically 
impossible for finding candidates at so late a date. 

The Christmas vacation however, enabled us to secure the services 
of Miss Florence A. Murray, a former Berlin teacher, who for three 
years after leaving us had very successfully filled a position as model 
teacher at the Plymouth: Normal School. Miss Murray commenced 
her work as music teacher January 8, 1912, and of course, found the 
music classes more or less unorganized although the grade teachers had 
done all that could reasonably be expected without supervision. Under 
the circumstances no one can expect that a full year’s work can be 
accomplished in the remaining weeks, but at least a thorough reorganiz- 
ation of the music teaching upon a more educative basis will be possible 
and I expect that a foundation will be layed that will make music like 
every other school activity and consistent developmental factor in 
the system. 

The notion that music in the schools is for the purpose of making 
musicians, as of a piece with a very large class of erroneous notions 
concerning drawing, manual training, commercial subjects, etc. 

The one central fact is that all school subjects and all school 
methods until pupils are at least sixteen or seventeen years of age are 
justifiable only as they contribute towards the nourishment and growth 
ot the inherited capacities of all individuals. 

The public school is not concerned in making carpenters, machin- 
ists, artists, school teachers, lawyers and doctors or musicians, but is 
concerned with laying such a foundation in brains that thinks, hearts 
that feel and hands that respond, that when the age of choice comes, 
each boy or each girl shall be able as his or her circumstances dictate, 
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to build upon that foundation an efficient and satisfactory life, useful 

alike to self and society. Based upon this conception, a new music 

course is being worked out, a course in which music is treated as the 

language of the emotional life and not as the technic of the chorus 

director, orchestra leader, and band master; as means of stirring the. 
most fundamental emotions within us and not as the dry bones of note 

and rest and staff and signature, accent and rhythm, important as 

these are when the time for specializing comes to the very few who 

are to make music an occupation or profession. 

To sing songs, folk songs, march songs, songs that tell of legends, 
of myth, or peace and of war. This is the true use of music in the 
grades up to the fifth grade. G. Stanley Hall tells us that in the German 
fifth grades the pupils were able to sing any one of the fifty songs but 
as yet they were unable to read music. 

I fully believe that until the fifth grade, music reading and all the 
technic that goes with it should be made entirely incidental, with 
singing occupying the center and both wings of the stage. 

In the last three grades to the high school, singing by note becomes 
increasingly important but never to the extent of detracting from the 
pupil’s interest in singing as an emotional rather than intellectual 
process. . 


In the high school we have entered upon that stage of child life 
where the emotional and intellectual seems struggling for mastery and 
when the whole being, physical as well as mental and spiritual is making 
up new combinations that are to determine success or failure. Music 
ought to assume far broader proportions than merely singing, 
important as that is. The very fact that voices now are uncertain, 
changing and not under control ought long ago to have forced home 
that truth that music must come into the life as well as flow out of it, 
that the best that is in the human soul responds to music that is im- 
pressed from without and that the ability to appreciate the best music 
like the ability to appreciate the best literature comes through the ear. 
To hear good literature well read and dramatized is the surest way to 
appreciate it and so to hear good music is even more necessary, since 
the ear alone brings music into our consciousness. 


Many schools are now being equipped with phonographs, and with 
player pianos, for just this purpose, we have just added a player piano 
to our high school equipment so that the best musical compositions as 
rendered by the greatest artists may be heard and understood by the 
masses. I believe also that the non-singing pupils, especially those 
whose voices are not yet established should find avenues for musical 
expression through the organization of an orchestra and band. 


There is abundant material in the Berlin High School for an 
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orchestra and for a band of at least thirty to forty members and both 
of these organizations ought to exist. Iam convinced that we are just 
starting upon the rational system of music that has sufficiently cut 
loose from traditional methods, to insure a consistent relation to all of 
the school work and if this belief is well founded there will result a 
broader acquaintance with, and a keener appreciation of good music. 


In the Domestic Art course music is of even greater importance 
than elsewhere as a part of the general art education that goes with 
such a course. 


How the Shortened Grade Course Is Working. 


I have pointed out the reason for eliminating the eighth grade 
and shown that eleven years, or more likely ten, is the maximum that 
can or ought to be given over to preparation for college or technical 
school, but these reasons, though based on well-known laws of mental 
development, have to be tested out and this is just what we are doing. 


The freshman and sophomore classes in the Berlin High School 
are made up of groups of pupils from three sources, public school 
eighth grades, public school seventh grades and parochial school 
eighth grades. Now the record of these pupils in their everyday 
school work constitutes evidence that cannot be set aside by mere 
opinions, and while it will require two years more to complete these 
results they already strongly indicate what the outcome will be. One 
thing must be remembered in comparing these marks, namely, that 
the seventh grade group of pupils have not had a fair chance because 
they entered on a five years minimum entrance age and for the first 
six years of their school life were on an eight grade course, conse- 
quently they are by no means as well prepared as subsequent classes 
will be and particularly was this true of the English or language work, 
because in the sixth grade under the eight grade course no attention 
was paid to grammar, but now on a seven grade basis the concrete 
material of grammar is taken up in the sixth. Any class that passes 
through a transition period when changes of considerable magnitude 
are being made necessarily suffers more or less from lack of complete 
adjustment. 


The class of 1914, now sophomores, as they entered last year 
were made up of two groups from the public schools as follows: 
59 pupils from the eighth grade. | 
28 pupils from the seventh grade. 
The balance of the class were from parochial schools and from out 
of town. 
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The result of the full year’s work on the two subjects, English 
and mathematics, averaged as follows: 
Eighth grade, average mark, 80.4 per cent. 
Seventh grade, average mark, 76.5 per cent. 
These same pupils the first term of this year, 1911-12, averse 
Eighth grade, 82.6 per cent.

With the exception of the English in the seventh grade freshman 
year these records show conclusively that pupils entering high school 
from the seventh grade have fully held their own with thé eighth 
grade entrances and the record in English for their sophomore year so 
far shows that their freshman failure was wholly due to the change in 
the course which prevented them from getting in their sixth grade what 
is now taught there and hence it was no fault of either pupils or the 
course but only the temporary result of the change in progress. 

The class of 1915, now freshmen, also consists of groups of pupils 
who entered from both seventh and eighth grades. Their record for 
the first term of this year is of value in this discussion. | 

50 pupils from two seventh grades: average work, 75 per cent. 
42 pupils from two eighth grades: average work, 76 per cent. 

Failures to reach a mark of 70 in these groups were 11 per cent. 
for the seventh grade entrances and 13 per cent. for the eighth grade 
entrances. 

The net result is expressed when we say that all the figures show 
that one group is quite as able to meet the requirements as is the 
other and there is no proof or indication of any sort that eight years 
of preparation is in any way superior to seven. 


Problems of Retardation. 


Last year I reported a rather interesting fact relative tothe number 
of promotions for the entire year, it was found at that time that out of 
a total of ten hundred, thirty-one pupils involved in the June 1910 
promotions, 942 were regularily promoted, that is 91.4 per cent, but in 
addition to this there had been promoted at the Christmas vacation 96 
pupils, of these six left school for good reasons reducing the number

to ninety, and of this ninety, eighty-six were again promoted the 
following June, now if we add to the 942 regular promotions the eighty- 
six successful extra promotions during this year we have a total 
advancement of 1028 on a base of 1025 which gives 100.2 per cent 
promotional efficiency. In 1910-11 an equal interesting condition is 
noted; of the 768 pupils involved 728 were regular advanced but during 
the school year there had been 64 extra promotions of which number, 
five left school later and 47 were again promoted at the close of the 
year or in all 775 advance on a base of 763 thus giving 101.5 per cent 
promotional efficiency. The net result for the two years may be 
tabulated as follows:

There is nothing really strange about these figures except that we 
are not accustomed to look for over one hundred per cent. efficiency 
in ordinary affairs. What is happening is this: we are giving a lot of 
suppressed pupils a chance to expand. They have been held back for 
one reason or another, and when the strings once are cut they shoot 
ahead and make up a part at least of their lost time. 


Any school system that does not promote one hundred per cent. 
on an average is a faulty system and simply needs reorganization. If 
part of the energy that is now being put into figuring the cost of 
retardation were expanded in limbering up the joints between the 
grades, giving elasticity in form of flexible ‘school systems, there would 
be little need for the increasing retardation wall that is just now ren- 
dering education firmament. 


Just give the pupils a chance of doing all they are capable of 
doing and then give them credit for all they do and tothis adda 
cogless administrative mechanism and there will be as many double 
promotions as there are failures of promotions, but someone will ask 
if these pupils that are doubly promoted can make good. The answer 
is, they do; often better than those regularly promoted. In 1910 
eighty-six out of the ninety of the extra promoted succeeded, that is 
95 per cent, while of the regular ones 92 per cent. went ahead and in 
1911 these same percentages were 96 and 94.8 respectively, so it seems 
from the facts in the case that the Christmas promotions in these 
classes “made good” more conspicuously than did the regulars. 


For the present year, January 1912, we have just sent ahead fifty- 
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seven for an extra promotion and it is a safe guess that not more than 
fifty will be held back in June, thus practically insuring a 100 per cent. 
efficiency for a third year in succession. JI am convinced that there is 
not a school system anywhere that need be troubled with this retarda- 
tion nightmare and the thousands of dollars of expenses that it 
involves, because manifestly it only shows that school systems where 
there is net retardation are out of adjustment to the need of the pupils 
and it usually shows, perhaps always, that the system is planned for 
the unsusually bright pupils, say 25 per cent. of the whole number, 
leaving a fighting chance for another 25 per cent. and a chance for the 
sympathetic teacher to squeeze another 25 per cent. past the June 
examination ordeal, leaving the last 25 per cent. to do penance in 
repeating the work. 


Why not adjust the school course to the middle 5 50 per cent. and 
double promote one-half the upper fourth and retard one-half the 
lower fourth; thereby securing a close approximation to a normal, 100 
per cent. promotional efficiency. Perhaps the best final test of the 
adjustment of the school to the pupil is in this 100 per cent. promo- 
tion ; to run much below this is proof that the course is too hard or the 
teaching inadequate, or both, and to run much above is to show that 
the course is too easy. 


These suggestions lead to a consideration of that educational 
abomination known as the report card, as a matter of fact no report 
cards have been given out here in the grades for the last three years 
and during that time there has been less friction, Jess worry and less 
injustice than in any previous equal period of time, however when 
ranks must be kept it should be on the basis of promotion solely, and 
should average all subjects into one final mark, expressing the 
teacher’s judgment as to the pupil’s fitness for promotion, semi-annual 
and annual. The three marks should be P, P plus and P minus, the 
first P indicating a regular promotion in June, the second, P plus, indi- 
a probable promotion at some intermediate time, and a P minus a 
probable failure in June. . 


Such a system would do but a minimum of harm and it would at 
least express the teacher’s judgment as to the fitness of the pupil for 
promotion whereas the copious numerical computations and averages 
now seen in class books and some forms of report cards too often 
figure the teacher’s judgment into obscurity and produce results that 
baffle the understanding of teachers as well as pupils and parents. 
The expense involved in needless retardation is very considerable. 
Suppose the school system of Berlin to be of the rigid mechanical type 
that predominated in most parts of the United States, then the 133 
successfully extra promoted pupils would have been carried along at 
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an expense of twenty dollars each per year or $2,660 in all. In other 
words a flexible systema where promotions are made whenever the 
pupil is able to do the work is saving the city more than a thousand 
dollars a year by eliminating needless retardation. 


Cost of Maintenance. 


Last February on page 12 of the report I suggested that it would 
probably require $31,000 to maintain this department for the year; the 
actual cost has been $30,134.31, and while the income from railroad 
tax has fallen off nearly $1,000 and the dog tax $150, still we have been 
able to keep within the appropriation of $25,000 plus the sundry items 
of income from the state which in this city for years have been 
credited to the school account. 

The total expenditure divided by the total number of pupils, 1208, 
gives $24.95 as the cost per pupil for the year. The corresponding 
cost for the past two years has been $26.52 and $26.47. 

It is not exactly evident why there should have been so large a 
reduction per pupil except that rigid economy has been practicéd in 
every department and all of the time. It is possible that in some lines 
we are a little too saving and that larger expenditure would bring 
better results, but in general I feel that the results have been good, 
and the funds well expended. 

I believe it will cost somewhat more next year because I can see a 
large growth in the high school whose enrollment next September will 
probably reach 400 to 420. This growth alone will call for close to 
$50 per pupil or in all from $2000 to $3000. I believe however that we 
can meet the running expenses if $25,000 is appropriated, provided the 
city again receives the usual amount of railroad tax.

This growth alone from 59 to 356, or 297, at the lowest possible 
cost per pupil for high school maintenance, namely, $48.00, amounts 
to over $14,000, or practically half of our entire annual expense.

Sik :—The total enrollment of pupils in the High School for the 
year 1911-12 has been 356, which after deducting losses by graduation 
‘of the class of 1911 and losses for all other causes is a net ean of 74 
over last year’s enrollment. 
Of this number 162 are boys, 194 are girls. 


These are divided in courses and classes as follows:

'-The first four years of my service in this school was devoted 
primarily to organization, and adjustment to new conditions, and 
developing new methods of teaching. The fifth year has developed no 
strikingly new method of teaching except perhaps in mathematics, but 
during the year we have endeavored to perfect methods found by 
experiment to be good. In doing this we have been fortunate in 
retaining practically the same corps of teachers that helped in the 
developing process, and fortunate again in having a corps of teachers 
that we desired to retain.’ Last June, however, many of our teachers 
having reached the salary limit sought positions elsewhere. The 
beginning of the sixth year of the reorganized High School found nine 
out of thirteen teachers new to our conditions and methods and indeed 
eight of the nine without previous experience as teachers. 


High schools, too many of them, are hindered in their proper 
development by college domination. The college too often is unwilling 
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to recognize the educational value of subjects that possess direct 
utility ; like mechanic arts, domestic art and commercial subjects. 


The high school has too long held to the dead-but-not-buried idea 
that its principal function is to fit boys and girls for the colleges. The 
curricula of many high schools to-day is not essentially different from 
that of boys’ schools inthe fourteenthcentury. They are teaching too 
much, as one writer says, of “algebra manhood” and “Latin 
manhood” and not enough of a.‘‘clearly conceived individualism, a 
perfect head, heart and hand, clean living, patriotic citizenship and 
personal efficiency.” 


I believe that the success of the Berlin High School in attracting 
and keeping its pupils is due largely to the fact that}we have formulated 
courses with reference to our community needs, and not to college 
demands; that we have made the pupil, not the subject, the center of 
our plans. 


We may not yet have gone far enough in this respect. We still 
have what is called the “College Preparatory Course” and in it we are 
carrying subjects and reading classics required by the college, that I 
am convinced could have better substitutes for a stronger development 
of the individual from what he Is, to what he OUGHT to be. 


The success of our graduates whether in the schools and colleges 
to which they have gone or in the business in which they have engaged 
is proof that the courses and teachers have been good for those 
graduates. 


This school has a high standard and an enviable reputation. We 
cannot afford to lose either; and I believe I fully realize what it means 
to hold the school to its present degree of efficiency. I furthermore 
realize that Berlin is an excellent place in which to develop still better 
courses, better methods and greater efficiency. Given the_ right 
courses and right teachers, the city and state will be given the right 
kind of citizens. 


The time has come, now the school is so large, to absolutely pro- 
hibit those who cannot maintain class standing in any year from 
holding membership in two classes. The complications caused by so 
doing have already become serious in their effect upon the best 
students especially in the arrangement of the study program. I would 
recommend that some definite rules be adopted in regard to this 
matter. 


The disciplining of the school has not been so difficult in five years 
as in the‘first part of this year. I do not attribute this however to any 
change in the characteristics of the pupils entering, but rather to the 
large number of new teachers. 
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I have received from you and from the Board of Education the 
past year the same substantial aid in the governing of the school that 
I have received every year since holding my present position, and 
hereby express my appreciation of such aid.

City Solicitor s Report. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 1, 1912. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and City Council of the City of Berlin: 


Gentlemen :—Herewith I beg to submit my report as City Solicitor 
of the City of Berlin for the year ending January 31, 1912. 

At the beginning of the present year the City was defendant in 
cases instituted by Emily C. Paine, David Guay, Cyril Brooks and John 
B. Gilbert. 

The action of Emily C. Paine is the continuance of litigation 
arising out of the laying out of a highway over Cates Hill. Emily C. 
Paine over whose land the highway passes appealed from the laying 
out and the award of damages to her, and a hearing was held before 
the County Commissioners, which body confirmed the laying out, but 
awarded her damages to the amount of two hundred dollars; from 
this award she appealed, and the case was placed on the jury list at 
the last term of the Superior Court for this County, but the only matter 
which the jury could have considered would have been the question of 
damages, and the case proceeded to trial on that question but before 
the trial was terminated His Honor, the Mayor, suggested that the 
matter should be taken under consideration by the City Council, in 
order to ascertain the views of the various members regarding a dis- 
continuance of the highway, and by consent of the Court the action 
was continued in order that the Mayor and City Council could take 
such action before the next term of the Superior Court as might be 
deemed advisable under all the circumstances. 

The cases of David Guay and Cyril Brooks are actions against the 
City arising in both instances by reason of land taken by City for 
sidewalk purposes. 

The action of John B. Gilbert is one to recover expenses in attend- 
ing the Police Commission hearing before the Governor and Council, 
and has been before the Court on several occasions in an attempt to 
agree upon a statement of facts, and within the past few weeks this 


has been done and the case finally transferred to the Supreme Court, 
and it will undoubtedly be considered by that Court within a short 
time. ay a Laake 
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At the December term of our Superior Court Charles S. Clarke 
entered an action against the City of Berlin to recover damages for 
land taken from him by the City. In brief he claims that the City has 
taken land in front of his property on Main Street, and has devoted 
the same to sidewalk purposes; this case will be in order for trial at 
the April term of our Superior Court. 


During the last term of said Court four petitions for temporary 
injunction were drawn up at the request of the Board of Health 
against John D. Lary, Julia E. Walsh, Hinchey & Cross and Ozman W. 
Fernald to restrain these parties from using buildings for dwelling 
house purposes without the same being connected with the public 
sewer. Before the filing of the petitions Messrs. Lary and Hinchey & 
Cross complied with the orders of the Health Department, and accord- 
ingly these petitions were not pressed further, but those against Julia 
E. Walsh and Ozman W. Fernald were filed, and a hearing was held on 
the case of Mrs. Walsh and through an arrangement made by the 
Board of Health not only with Mrs. Walsh but with a representative of 
Mr. Fernald, whereby they agreed to connect the property in question, 
the cases were continued. 


Perhaps one of the most important features of the work of this 
department during the past year was the matter of appearing against 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company seeking protection for the Hillside 
Avenue, Pleasant, Willard, High and Main Street crossings. 


A hearing was held on this matter before the Public Service Com- 
mission in the Court house in this City on September twenty-first last 
past, and a great many witnesses were summoned and testified in 
behalf of the City. The dangers of the situation were brought out by 
these witnesses and as a result of that hearing the Public Service 
Commission has made an order requiring these crossings to be pro- 
tected by the Grand Trunk Railway, and I annex hereto, and make a 
part of this report, the opinion and order as rendered by the Public 
Service Commission. 


At various times during the year, claims against the City have 
been referred to me, investigated and reports made accordingly. 


In addition to the above I have attended to such matters as usually 
come to this department, made a large number of complaints and 
warrants, attended about one hundred and twenty trials in the Police 
Court, and gave such assistance to other departments of the City as 
was requested. 


In conclusion I desire to express my thanks to His Honor, the 
Mayor, and members of the City Council for the kind and careful 
attention which they have given matters pertaining to this depart- 
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ment, and especially to the assistance which they rendered in the 
matter of protecting the various railroad crossings in this City.

In the matter of the PETITION OF GRAND TRUNK RAILWAY 
COMPANY VS. CITY OF BERLIN.

Opinion. 

This is a petition by the Grand Trunk Railway of Canada, lessee 
of the Atlantic & St. Lawrence Railroad Company, requesting that the 
Commission determine whether the public good requires that gates be 
established or flagmen stationed at various highway grade crossings 
over its lines in Berlin, as ordered by a vote of the City Council of the 
City of Berlin. 

A hearing was held at Berlin on September 21, 1911, and the 
crossings in question were viewed by the Commission. 

The topographical features of the City of Berlin create an 
altogether unique situation with regard to the means of communica- 
tion between its different sections. The City, not many years since, 
consisted of two villages situated about a mile apart on the west side 
of the Androscoggin River, connected by a highway running so near 
the steep river bank for a considerable distance that there is practi- 
cally no space for buildings between the highway and the river. The 
lower village, known as Berlin Falls, has always been the business 
center of the town, and here is situated the station of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, which runs through the city in a general east and west 
direction. About a quarter of a mile west of the station, some years 
since, a branch line, known as the Berlin Mills Branch, was run 
through what was then an unsettled region to the upper or Berlin 
Mills Village, terminating in the yards of the Berlin Mills Company, 
where it connects with the private tracks of that company. The | 
highway above referred to has developed into the Main Street of the 
city, and almost all of the available space on either side of it is now 
occupied by buildings. This street constitutes the only highway 
directly connecting the Berlin Mills end of the city with the business 
center. The territory to the north of the Berlin Mills Branch, known 
as the Berlin Heights, has in recent years been opened up to building 
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of the city. Main Street also furnishes the only means of communica- 
tion between this section and the business center, the principal 
approach to Main Street being by way of High Street. At the same 
time a large residential district has grown up on the south side of the 
main line of the Grand Trunk Railway, connected with the business 
center by a grade crossing, protected by a flagman, and an underpass, 
and with the Berlin Heights by Hillside Avenue, which crosses the 
main line at grade. Between Berlin Heights and the railroad is the 
Dead River, which crosses Main Street in the heart of the business 
district and flows into the Androscoggin. 


Within a few years the town of Berlin has developed from two 
separate villages into a closely settled city of about twelve thousand 
inhabitants, divided into four distinct sections,—to say nothing of the 
considerable settlement on the east side of the Androscoggin, which 
does not enter into this problem,—with extraordinarily scant means of 
communication between the different sections, and those highways all 
crossed by the main or branch lines of the Grand Trunk Railway. 
The post-office, stores, banks and business offices are almost all at the 
Berlin Falls end of the city; at Berlin Mills are the large mills of the 
Berlin Mills Company, some stores, two churches and a large residen- 
tial section; while on the Heights are eight churches, the high school, 
several elementary schools, and two large parochial schools, having 
altogether an enrollment of about three thousand pupils. The 
parochial schools are almost immediately beside the branch line, as 
are the churches with which they are connected. 


The crossings involved in this proceeding are on Hillside Avenue, 
at the intersection of Willard and School Streets, and on Pleasant, 
High and Main Streets. . 


The Hillside Avenue crossing is on the main line, in the yard, a 
short distance west of the station. Six passenger trains and from six 
to nine freight trains pass over it daily in each direction, and there is 
also a large amount of shifting over the crossing. There is a great . 
deal of travel over the crossing, three or four hundred school children 
passing over it four times daily. The view of the crossing is obstructed 
by buildings, and frequently by cars standing on the passing track. 


It should be protected by a flagman on duty daily from 6.30 A. M. 
to8 P.M. After the latter hour there is little travel over the crossing, 
and generally no shifting, while the only regular trains are a freight 
nominally due at 9.30 but ordinarily later, and a passenger train due 
at 10.40. The flagman should be especially instructed to see that 
trains do not unlawfully or unnecessarily obstruct the crossing, a 


practice which the evidence shows to have been excessively common

in the past in spite of repeated efforts of the railroad’s officers to 
prevent it. 


The other crossings are situated on the Berlin Mills Branch, a 
line of single track running from the main line to the yard of the 
Berlin Mills company, a distance of about a mile and a quarter. This 
track, soon after leaving the main line, crosses the Dead River valley 
on a high trestle, and then strikes a heavy up grade, on which it con- 
tinues, crossing Willard and School Streets diagonally at their point of 
intersection, crossing Pleasant Street at a broad angle, and continuing 
for some distance beyond practically in the edge of the highway, 
crossing High Street at right angles, and Main Street at a very acute 
angle, reaching the summit of the grade at the Main Street crossing, 
and thence passing into the yard of the Berlin Mills Company, where 
it makes connection with the private tracks of that Company, which 
extend through the Berlin Mills Company yard, across the Andro- 
scoggin River to the yard of the Burgess Sulphite Company, and to 
the Cascade Mills in Gorham, five or six miles below. 


The travel over these crossings is very heavy, probably as many 
as two thousand school children having occasion to pass over one or 
another of them four times daily, in addition to the large amount of 
passage on foot and in vehicles along the Main Street and between 
Main Street and the Heights. The Berlin Mills Branch is a freight 
line exclusively. From sixty to one hundred loaded cars are taken up . 
the branch daily, in strings of six or seven, the grade being: so 
heavy that a larger train cannot be handled. The cars are pushed 
ahead of the engine, to avoid the danger of cars breaking loose on the 
grade. This practice, necessary under the circumstances, adds to the 
perils of the crossings, for obvious reasons. In returning, the engine 
precedes the cars. 


There was considerable conflict of testimony as to the speed with 
which trains pass these crossings. In going up the grade, trains start 
at a considerable speed, begin to slow down at the first crossing, and 
by the time they reach Main Street are moving hardly two miles an 
hour, and sometimes are barely able to get over the crest of the grade. 
In returning, it is our conclusion that they frequently run faster than 
is either necessary or consistent with a reasonable regard for the 
public safety. 


A single crew and engine conducts all the operations on this 
branch, being on duty from about seven A. M. tosix or seven P. M. After 
that hour, and during the night, the Berlin Mills Company frequently 
takes empty cars, sometimes in strings of thirty or more, with its own 
engine and crews, down the branch to a siding between Willard Street 
and the trestle, the cars being pushed ahead of the locomotive. The 
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danger of cars breaking loose on the heavy grade, the absence of 
light on the forward end of the train,-and its noiseless approach, the 
locomotive being possibly a thousand feet from the crossing when the 
first car passes over it, all combine to render this last mentioned 
practice too hazardous to be longer permitted. 

A number of serious accidents have occurred at or near these 
crossings, and narrow escapes are matters of common occurrence. 

This case has been under consideration for an unusually long 
time. The situation is one of extraordinary danger,—we believe with- 
out a parallel in this state,—and we have desired, if possible, to find 
some solution which would afford adequate protection without un- 
reasonable expense. 

The testimony of the trainmen at the hearing was that the train 
never passes over these crossings faster than four miles an hour. As 
the four crossings are included within a space of about one thousand 
feet, it seemed probable that a flagman might easily precede the train 
on foot, giving warning at each of the crossings as he passed. On our 
suggesting this method of operation, tests were made by the railroad’s 
officers, as a result of which it was determined that a man could not 
go ahead of the train with safety to himself. From the results of 
these tests we conclude that the speed of the trains is greater than 
was estimated by the trainmen. 


Some system of protection by bells was then proposed, and -has 
been discussed by correspondence and otherwise with the representa- 
tives of the railroad and of the city. Automatic bells would be of 
little value at these crossings. They would either be ringing almost 
continually; whenever cars were standing on the siding or within the 
protected limit in the Berlin Mills yard, or else adequate notice of the 
approach of trains could not be given. 


Our Chief Inspector has made a careful examination of. the situa- 
tion, and has made a report in which are worked out the details of 
such a system as on the whole commends itself to us as likely to prove 
effective, and at least deserving of a fair trial. 


There should be a tower above the Pleasant Street crossing, so 
located and of such height that a watchman stationed in it may have 
a clear view of any train eighty rods below Willard Street and eighty 
rods above Main Street. In this tower should be a small alarm bell, 
automatically giving warning when a train approaches within eighty. 
rods of either crossing. At each crossing should be an electric gong, 
on a post bearing a sign of conspicuous color and lettering, calling 
attention to the ringing of the gong as a warning of danger. These 
gongs should be operated separately by the watchman in such manner 
as to give timely warning at each crossing. This warning must be 
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given whenever trains or locomotives pass over the branch, whether 
operated by the petitioning railroad or others, except between the 
hours of 12.00, midnight, and 6.00 a.m. No car must be pushed ahead 
of the locomotive towards the main line over any crossing, and after 
dark the forward end of every train must be equipped with a light 
adequate both for illumination and for warning. 

The rule of the railroad, requiring that when cars are pushed 
ahead of a locomotive over crossings, a brakeman shall be stationed 
on the forward car, shall be scrupulously observed. 

It must be understood that this order relates to the operation of 
trains over this branch by crews of the Berlin Mills Company as well 
as by those of the Grand Trunk Railway. If others are allowed to 
operate the road, the proprietors are responsible for their conduct. 

In making this order, it should be distinctly understood that it is 
by no means to be assumed that more stringent precautions will not 
be required, if this system proves inadequate. 


Gates at all the crossings except Main Street could be operated 
from a tower near the Pleasant Street crossing. Main Street would 
require a separate flagman or gate-tender. Whether gates would prove 
more effective than alarm gongs is doubtful. Experience proves that 
children are likely to disregard them. We do not feel inclined to order 
their installation, but if the petitioner deems them more likely to 
prove effective than the system which we have indicated it may install 
them. 


The station agent of the Grand Trunk Railway at Berlin testified 
that the annual receipts at his station are about one million dollars. 
The capital investment of the company at that point is inconsiderable, 
in proportion to the annual income. Good management would justify 
a considerable expenditure for the protection of the public in a place 
which furnishes to the railroad so great a volume of business. And 
killing people needlessly is, and ought to be, expensive. 


We hope that the system installed, whether gongs or gates, will 
prove effective and adequate in operation. We will keep ourselves 
informed on that point, and if it seems unsatisfactory, we will not 
hesitate to order the highest possible degree of protection. 


We cannot leave the discussion of the situation at Berlin without 
referring to the extraordinary extent to which the tracks are used as 
public highways. The means of intercommunication between the 
different parts of the city are so few that the tracks,--both the main 
line and the branch,—are in constant use by all classes of citizens. It 
would perhaps seem harsh to compel the railroad to take measures 
for the protection of trespassers on its property. But we are so 
impressed with the extraordinary dangers of the situation that we do 
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not hesitate to call the attention of the railroad management to the 
proposition that its entire right of way within the compact part of the 
city, including the whole of the Berlin Mills Branch, be enclosed by 
fences, absolutely preventing access to the trestle. Automatic gates, 
closing across the tracks where the fences end upon highway 
crossings would reduce trespassing to a minimum. 

It was suggested at the hearing that the occasion for walking on 
the branch and over the trestle would be largely removed if York 
Street were connected with Mechanic Street. If in this or any other 
way the city can cooperate to reduce the appalling dangers of the 
present situation, it ought to hasten to do so.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Public Service Commission. 


In the matter of the petition of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company praying for an examination of certain grade crossings in the 
City of Berlin known as Hillside Avenue, Willard, Pleasant, High and 
Main Street crossings and for a decision whether the public good 
requires the same to be protected by gates or flagmen as required by 
a vote of the City Council of said city, passed July 13, 1911, the Com- 
mission, after due notice and hearing and examination of said 
crossings, having adjudged that the public good requires that the said 
Hillside Avenue crossing shall be protected by a flagman and all of 
said other crossings by alarm gongs or gates, and having further 
adjudged that certain practices of The Grand Trunk Railway Company 
in respect to transportation of property upon and over said crossings 
are unreasonable, unsafe and improper, and that the safety of the 
public reasonably requires that the same shall be prohibited and 
reasonable, safe and proper practices prescribed, it is 

ORDERED, that The Grand Trunk Railway Company cause said 
Hillside Avenue crossing to be protected on each day in the year from 
half-past six o’clock in the forenoon until eight o’clock in the afternoon 
by stationing and keeping a flagman at said crossing, and it is 

FURTHER ORDERED, that The Grand Trunk Railway Company 
cause said Willard Street, Pleasant Street, High Street and Main 
Street crossings to be protected by installing an electric alarm gong 
at each of said crossings, which said gong shall be operated by a 
signalman stationed in a-tower erected near the Pleasant Street 
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crossing at such a point and of such a height that a clear view may be 
had from the same of any train eighty rods below Willard Street and 
eighty rods above Main Street. Said tower:shall be equipped with an 
electric bell or bells so connected with the rails of said railroad cor- 
poration that the same shall ring automatically whenever a train 
approaches within eighty rods of either of said crossings. The gong 
at each of said crossings shall be located upon a post bearing a sign in 
white letters upon a red background, as follows: “DANGER. Keep 
off the track when the gong rings.”’ Each of said gongs shall be sep- 
arately operated by the signalman, and in such a manner. as to give 
timely warning of the approach of any car or locomotive at each 
crossing ; it is, however, 


FURTHER ORDERED, that The Grand Trunk Railway Company in 
place of the installation of said gongs may cause said crossings to be 
protected by installing gates at said Willard Street, Pleasant Street, 
High Street and Main Street crossings, the gate at said last mentioned 
crossing to be operated by a gateman there stationed, and said other 
crossings by a gateman stationed in a tower constructed as aforesaid, 
and it is ) 

FURTHER ORDERED, that whether The Grand Trunk Railway 
Company shall install gates or gongs at said Willard Street, Pleasant 
Street, High Street and Main Street crossings, it shall keep the same 
in operation as aforesaid at all times when any locomotive or: car 
passes over any of said crossings, except between the hours of twelve 
o’clock, midnight, and six o’clock in the forenoon, and it is 


FURTHER ORDERED, that The Grand Trunk Railway Company 
shall not permit any car or cars to be pushed over any of said crossings 
ordered to be protected by gongs or gates unless there is some person 
on the forward end of the forward car with a light adequate for 
illumination and warning, and it is 

FURTHER ORDERED, that The Grand Trunk Railway shall not 
permit cars to be pushed from the Berlin Mills yards over said cross- 
ings toward the main line of said railroad corporation in front of an 
engine, but the engine shall in every instance precede said cars, and itis 


FURTHER ORDERED, that said Hillside Avenue crossing shall be 
protected as provided by this order upon and after February 10, 1912, 
and all of said other crossings upon and after March 15, 1912, and that 
this order shall continue in force until the same shall be suspended, 
modified or set aside by the Commission.

Report of Sewer Commissioner. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 1, 1912. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and the City Council of the City of Berlin.. 


Gentlemen:—Herewith I submit my report as Sewer Commissioner 
for the year ending January 3lst, 1912. 

Work wasstarted early in April and continued right through ’'to the 
end of the fiscal year. Fifteen new manholes and catch basins were 
installed at various places in the City besides numerous old ones were 
repaired and put in good condition. 

The following new sewers were laid:— 

Storm Sewer—Laid from Grand Trunk R. R. on School Street to 
Mason and Cole Streets and Dead River. Cost approximately $2,225.00 

Hillside Avenue—About 300 feet. Cost $625.00 

Mt. Forist Street—Laid from Second Avenue to Broad Street. 
Cost $455.00. 

First Avenue—Laid near Blodgett house. Cost $105.00. 

Glen Avenue—Near E. M. Cross’ machine shop. Cost $150.00. 

Sweden Street—80 feet sewer laid. Cost $120.00. 

The cost of maintaining our Sewer System is necessarily heavy as 
itis the outgrowth of necessity rather than the upbuilding of a well 
established plan of sewerage and I beg to recommend that proper act- 
ion be taken and the City Engineer, or other competent engineer, be 
instructed to lay out a complete system of sewerage and drainage for 
the whole city that a map of these be made and kept on file so that 
any extensions or replacements made to the present sewer and drain- 
age systems would eventually become part of this system. 

In closing I wish to extend my thanks to the Mayor and City Coun- 
cil for their hearty co-operation.

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Report of Library Trustees. 


BERLIN, N. H. February 1, 1912. 
To His Honor the Mayor and City Council of the City of Berlin: 


Gentlemen:—The trustees of the Free Public Library of the City of 
Berlin herewith submit: their nineteenth annual report, containing a 
statement of the treasurer, and report of the librarian showing access- 
ions and circulation, with suggestions from these. 


The board was organized at the beginning of the year with W. R. 
Brown, president; Miss Annie C. Hamlin, treasurer and J. J. Feeney, 
secretary. Miss Adria A. Hutchinson was continued as librarian and 
Miss Gertrude Weymouth as assistant librarian, which positions they 
have filled with efficiency and faithfulness. 


During the year the children’s reading room has been completed 
with the funds appropriated for that purpose. Tables and book cases 
made by the Mechanic Arts Department of the High School have been 
installed ; the room has been lighted by electricity ; the walls painted; 
the windows screened; and a screen placed under the railing outside 
the entrance door for the protection of the smaller children. Withthe 
cold weather the heating was found to be inadequate and double 
windows have been ordered, and a partition with door placed in the 
passageway to the upper part of the library, but it will probably be 
necessary to drop down the steam pipes to make the room thoroughly 
livable, and we strongly recommend this to the coming board. We also 
strongly recommend that the two hundred dollars appropriated by the 
City Council for the building over of the front steps be reappropriated 
for another purpose, that of placing a skylight over the central dome 
during the winter, in order to hold the heat of the building and save 
coal. This would result m considerable saving to the library and to 
the comfort of its patrons. 

During the year the Trustees voted to keep the library open on 
Sundays from three to five and from seven to nine, but after a suffic- 
ient trial it was found that this was not taken advantage of by the 
public and was therefore discontinued. 

The Librarian was sent to attend the Conference of State Librar- 
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ians at Portsmouth in the summer, and was elected assistant editor of 
the “Bulletin” of the New Hampshire Library Association. 

The trustees wish to acknowledge to the City Council their appre- 
ciation of the extra $100 appropriated for the library this past year, 
and would recommend that the $1,800 now available for that purpose 
be increased to $2,000 for the ensuing year, as it is highly desirable 
that a catalog be made and widely distributed, which will come as an 
extraordinary expense. 

We strongly recommend, as has been done by other boards, that 
the City Council arrange to have the janitor and furnace work attended 
to by the firemen of the fire station across the way, and that the money 
which could be saved, about $200, be used in the purchase of books. 
The fireman so used would be equally accessible to the fire station and 
the work might be divided between the men. We might say that this 
arrangement was effected successfully three years ago, but the service 
was withdrawn. 

The trustees strongly recommend that the continuance of the pur- 
chase of more reference books and such books as are desirable, but 
not within range of the individual buyer, in preference to a large 
acquirement of ordinary fiction, and would strongly urge that schools, 
clubs and individuals in the city make suggestions to the librarian for 
her guidance in choosing such books.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


BERLIN, N. H., January 31, 1912. 
To the Board of Trustees of the Free Public Library: 


The nineteenth annual report of the Free Public Library is here- 
with submitted by the librarian. 


A detailed account of the work accomplished during 1911 may be 
found in the statistics appended to this report. ; 


Our accession records now show that the library has 7,580 volumes, 
there being an increase of 243 volumes over last year. Of this number, 
222 were increase by purchase. We have endeavored this past year in 
all departments to put the most stress on quality, not quantity. 
Accordingly, more time has been spent on the selection of books, and 
less of the popular fiction and more of those books which have lasting 
values have been chosen and purchased. 


The circulation for 1911 is 23,892, somewhat less than 1910, largely 
owing to the adult and juvenile departments being closed by the Board 
of Health for ten days in January, during the small-pox scare, and 
again in November because of the diptheria epidemic, when all patrons 
under eighteen years of age were debarred from the library for twenty- 
one days. Added to the actual number of days closed was the fact 
that the books might be agents for carrying contagious diseases, which 
had a far reaching effect, as is shown by our circulation records. We 
have this year, as in the past, been accommodating many patrons with 
long-period charges. All the teachers in the schools, the clergy, and 
those patrons preparing papers on any subject are allowed to keep 
their books some time without any recharging. This same privilege 
applies to any patron who wishes to withdraw books for vacation use. 
While this method does not in any way increasé the circulation, it is 
really of great help to the borrowers, and extends the usefulness of 
the library. 


We have had many calls for books on practical subjects and for 
the better class of fiction, especially the standard novels. We have 
tried to co-operate with the teachers by placing all books on their 
reading-lists at the disposal of the pupils; we have tried to interest the 
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public by sending to the local paper from time to time notices of new 
books and interesting books on the popular questions of the day. 


The additional hour from five to six o’clock for the adult depart- 
ment, which began in October, has proven a satisfactory change. 
Several new people have registered, and many of the old borrowers 
have found that hour much more convenient for coming to the library. 


The Reference Room, which was made possible by the opening of 
the new children’s room in June, has rapidly become one of the most 
useful departments of the library. Here are gathered together all the 
histories, encyclopedias, and other books helpful in research work. 


Our record of attendance shows that since September, 579 have 
made use of this room. The larger part of this number have been 
High School students. 


At the beginning of the school year, the librarian gave a talk to 
the Senior history class on the use of the card catalog, and how to find 
and use the books needed in their work. 


Advantage has been taken many times of the privilege of borrow- 
ing books and magazines for our patrons from the Cumulative 
Reference Library of the H. W. Wilson Co., from the New Hampshire 
State Library and from the Concord Public Library. 


With a growing high school, and with the general public coming for 
help more and more on every kind of topic, the demands upon the 
reference department are increasing each day. Our present number 
of books is already proving inadequate to supply all needs, and it is 
becoming impossible for the librarian to do desk work and at the same 
time give proper attention to those people seeking information. We 
would recommend, therefore, that more money be spent on books for 
this department. Also, that a desk attendant be hired for a few hours 
on the rush days. 


Another practical and well patronized department is the Reading 
Room. No actual account of attendance has been kept, but the tables 
are always surrounded by interested readers, these mostly men. 

The magazines were read so much that it was found necessary to 
bind them in Gaylord’s temporary red-rope magazine covers. They 
are now much neater in appearance and more easily handled at the 
delivery desk when ready for circulation. 

As was reported to you at your December meeting, the Sunday 
hours for the Reading Room proved unnecessary. During the three 
months trial, the average daily attendance was about three adults and 
five juveniles. 

June, 1911, saw the opening of the long needed and much planned 
for new children’s room in the basement of the library. The room is 
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most attractive and the pictures presented by Mr. W. R. Brown have 
added greatly to its appearance. 

As the heating problem now seems partially solved and with no 
more epidemics, we are in hopes to carry out our plans this year for 
making this department a vital factor in the library work. 

Before concluding this report, we wish to recommend to your 
earnest consideration the urgent demand for a printed calalog of the 
books found at the library. Such a catalog which might be taken to 
the homes and referred to whenever desired, would, we feel sure, result 
in a wider use of the library. The last catalog, and in fact the only 
one ever published, was about fifteen years ago. 

The library is indebted to several town-people and societies for 
gifts of books and magazines, as will be seen by the list of gifts includ- 
ed in the statistics. 

The librarian and her assistant wish to extend their appreciation 
and thanks to all who have in any way aided them in maintaining the 
usefulness of the library; to the local paper for printing the book-lists 
and notices; to Miss Kailey and Miss Hodgdon who have cheerfully 
given much of their time to work in the library; and to the trustees 
for their counsel and hearty co-operation with our work and plans.

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Report of Street Commissioner. 


BERLIN, N. H., February 3, 1912. 
To His Honor the Mayor and City Council : 

GENTLEMEN :—Herewith I submit my report as Street Commis- 
sioner for the year ending January 31, 1912. 

It has been the policy of this Department that all the work done 
should be of a permanent nature as far as conditions warranted. 

Our crusher ran as long as was consistent with our appropriations. 
Macadam was laid in localities where there seemed the slightest likeli- 
hood of its being disturbed by digging, thus insuring longer service. 
With this in view macadam was laid on the following streets: 

High Street—Macadam from Emery to Pine. Cost $652.00. 

Willard Street—Macadam from G. T. R. R. to Catholic church and 
beyond. Cost $270.00. 

Pleasant Street. Macadam from High Street to French Catholic 
church. Cost $317.00. 

Mason Street.—Macadam from Main Street to B. & M. R. R. 
Cost $1,130.00. 

The following streets were graded and resurfaced with gravel, 
cinders, or the best available materials: 

Jericho Road: Cost $709.00. 

East Side River, Burgess Mill to Paine Bridge: $348.00. 

Seventh Street: $147.00. 

Mason Street—Gravel surfacing between Oak and Granite Streets: 
$314.00. 

Mason and Granite Streets: $136.00. 

Western Avenue Extension: $514.00. 

Pine Street to Dead River Bridge: $156.00. 

Ottawa Street: $117.00. 

Mt. Forist St.: $126.00. 

Success Road: $126.00. 

Jolbert Street: $425.00. 

Streets at Berlin Mills Village: $131.00. 
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Horne Bridge was repaired at a cost, for labor and material, of 
$102.00. 


Fences were built on Western Avenue and on Main Street, near 
St. Louis Hospital. Cost $325.00. 

Various other repairs were made to streets all over the city, this 
work being necessary for the general up-keep. ; 


Jolbert Street:—The amount expended on this street was hardly 
sufficient to put it in first-class condition. An additional expenditure 
of $200.00 would add greatly to work already done, and should put the 
street in good condition. 


Pleasant Street—I would recommend that macadam be laid on 
this street, between Green and Mason Streets, during the coming 
summer as the present surfacing is fast going to pieces under the 
heavy traffic that this street has to stand. 


Berlin-Milan Road: State aid—joint fund appropriation—A short 
section of this road was left unfinished last fall. This season the road 
has been completed, to the city limits, at an expense of $1,535.62. 
One-half of this amount is borne by the State. 


Mason Street Bridges—Both bridges on this street between Main 
Street and B. & M. station are in very poor condition. They were 
examined by a bridge expert during the past summer and pronounced 
unsuitable for the heavy traffic they were subject to. The expert 
recommended that they be replaced at once by more suitable struc- 
tures. I would urge the least possible delay in this matter and that 
his suggestions be carried out. 


Rock crushing—The best method of carrying on this work would 
seem for the City to purchase a plot of ground, in a suitable locality, 
and thus have the crushing plant in a permanent location. All our 
excavations for sewers, or otherwise, are largely rock, and this material 
is wasted. With this central crushing plant, material from these 
excavations could be hauled there and saved, available for crushing, 
rather than hauled to a dump and wasted. This would mean a con- 
siderable saving in expense. 


Building Laws—Would also call your attention to Sec. 9 under the 
Building Laws and suggest that this section be more rigorously 
enforced and that the Building Inspector be instructed to grant no 
permits for building on new streets until such streets are laid out and 
grades established. 


Road machine—One road machine was purchased, cost delivered, 
$278.17. 


Street sweeper—One two-horse street sweeper was purchased, 
cost delivered, $283.13. 
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In closing, I wish to add that the condition of our streets, in 
general, is good. : 

I wish to extend my thanks to the Mayor and City Council for 
their hearty co-operation. 


Sidewalks. 


Over a mile of sidewalk was built during the past year. On Main 
Street 1,350 cu. feet of concrete sidewalk was laid while 4,839 cu. feet of 
concrete curbing and graded walks were built on streets in other parts 
of the city. Should the city adopt this as a progress policy a few years 
would see our sidewalks all built.

To this should be added the revenue received by the City Treasury 
on the Francois Couture house, $89.77, making a total of $451.55 to the 
credit of this account. ; 

During the latter part of the year, two families came upon our 
hands for support; one through sickness and other by drinking and not 
working. In the last case, I had the party arrested for mis-spending 
his earnings, brought before the court and given a sentence of sixty 
days at the House of Correction. This sentence having recently 
expired, I expect the support of the wife and children will be taken off 
our hands, and that it will work in a benefical way to the man himself. 
I am convinced that an appropriation of at least one thousand dollars 
should be made for another year, as cases similar to the above may 
occur at any time. Conditions in general remain about the same 
throughout the City. There is no excuse for any able-bodied man be- 
ing without work at good wages. The poor of Berlin _are well cared 
for, county charges as well as City. In passing opinions upon any pub- 
lic care, everyone should have a knowledge of all facts and conditions. 

I desire to thank the Mayor for his courtesy and willingness to ad- 
vise me, and all others for whatever assistance rendered.

GENTLEMEN :—The attached second annual report of the Health 
Officer we submit for your careful consideration. 

This report requires no further explanation as it is very concise 
and goes into the details of the operations of the department very 
minutely. 

We would like to recommend that some provision be made to take 
care of contagious diseases by carrying an open ‘“‘Contagious Disease” 
account, to which these items could be charged to distinguish them 
from the regular operating expenses of the department. 

The suggestion of the Health Officer, that the Pest House be put 
in better repair this summer, seems to the Board a matter that should 
be acted upon, and we would like to have some provision made so that 
the small pox account could be drawn on to make the alterations 
necessary. 

We estimate our operating expenses for 1912 will be $2,200, and 
we earnestly request that you appropriate this amount for the use of 
the Sanitary Department.

This classification compares quite closely with that of last year in 
regard to ground covered by complaints. It shows a decrease of 12 
per cent. in the number of dirty yards; a decrease of 50 per cent. in 
the number of houses not connected with the public sewer; an 
increase of 75 per cent. in the number of pigs removed from the city 
limits; an increase of 37 1-2 per cent. in the number of manure piles 
removed; a decrease of 33 per cent. in the number of unsanitary 
dwelling houses; and several other marked improvements. 

In most cases, our requests for the removal of nuisances have 
received prompt and willing attention—much more so than last year. 
Legal proceedings have been resorted to in but few cases. These were 
mostly among the larger property owners who did not see fit to 
connect their property with the public sewer. 


Sewers. 


In connection with this matter of sewers, I call your attention to 
certain conditions in this city over which there is no proper control, 
such as may be found in the health regulations of other cities. A man 
may buy a lot of land some distance beyond the developed portion of 
a street for a very small sum of money and build his. home thereon. 
The water company runs its pipes to his house and he installs a sink 
and flush closet. No provision is made for the sanitary disposal of his 
sewage. It is allowed to flow anywhere, a nuisance and a menace to 
public health. When requested by the Board of Health to abate this 
nuisance, his defense is that there is no public sewer within 100 feet of 
his house, or that it is too expensive for him to run his pipes through 
the solid ledge. So the matter drags along through the courts some- 
times for a year or so, until the city gets around to build the sewer. 
In the meantime the nuisance continues to offend everyone near by. 
There are many just such places in this city to-day which have no 
possible sewer connection and probably will not have for years to 
come. 
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Such conditions have been very easily remedied in other cities by 
an ordinance requiring that no privy, flush closet, or sink drain shall 
be erected without a permit from the Board of Health, and such permit 
shall not be granted until satisfactory provision for a sanitary disposal 
of sewage has been arranged for. The good health of a city of this 
size demands some such supervision, and I earnestly recommend that 
the Board take steps toward bringing it about. 


Ventilation of Public Buildings. 


The question of ventilation of our public buildings has been care- 
fully investigated, and as a result an efficient system of direct ventila- 
tion has been installed in the Gem Theatre, greatly improving the 
hitherto offensive conditions. The other theatres were found to be in 
satisfactory condition. The proposition of ventilating public buildings 
in this city has been sadly neglected in the past, but it is to be hoped 
more thought will be given the subject in the future. There is no 
better place for the spreading of contagious disease than a crowded, 
poorly ventilated room or hall, and if the public stopped to realize this, 
they would stay away from such places—a method which would soon 
bring the owners to terms. 


Pigs. | 

On the question of keeping pigs within the city limits considerable 
has been done, and much feeling has been stirred up by the actions of 
the Health Officer. Our records show there have been 75 per cent. 
more complaints about keeping pigs than last year, which would tend 
to prove that the public at large are coming more and more to realize 
that a city of this size is no place in which to keep pigs. The very 
conditions of filth under which a pig thrives best show the undesira- 
bility of keeping him in our back yards. The State law, under which 
we must work for want of-a better one, leaves it to the discretion of 
the Health Officer whether pigs shall be kept in certain places or not. 
Conditions which might appear a nuisance to him in his desire to clean 
up the city might appear perfectly normal to a man who has kept 
pigs under those same conditions all his life. Furthermore, if pigs are 
allowed in one portion of the city and not in another, hard feeling is at 
once developed, and the difficulty of removing the pig is greatly 
increased. Experience is proving to us again and again that the State 
law is not always definite enough to handle such conditions as are 
outlined above, and that what we must have, if we are to progress at 
all, are specific city ordinances for each and every condition. Then 
there can be no argument. This city is getting too large, too up-to- 
date, to allow pigs within its limits, and there should be an ordinance 
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to that effect. I recommend an effort on the part of the Board to 
accomplish this. . 


City Cleaning Day. 

City Cleaning Day this year was an even greater success than on 
its first trial in 1910. Aclose estimate showed that about 1,100 barrels 
of tin cans, rubbish, and other refuse were hauled away at an expense 
of about $25.00, or only two and one-fifth cents per barrel. This day 
has met with such approval by the public, has been so greatly 
appreciated by them, and helps so much in cleaning up and beautify- 
ing our city at such a ridiculously small expense, that, in my opinion, 
its management and cost should be taken over by the City. We 
should appreciate to the utmost the efforts of our Woman’s Club in so 
firmly establishing the day and the public spirit of a few of our citizens 
in giving the use of teams, but I feel that hereafter the best results 
could be obtained if sufficient money were appropriated to hire all the 
teams necessary to remove the rubbish, and keep them at it until 
every barrel was removed. The total cost would not exceed $75.00. 


Garbage Collection. 


The question of a regular garbage collection system for the city 
should be looked into. Even if we could not afford an elaborate system 
for several years to come, close figuring shows that even one team 
hauling all the time would cover the city in fair shape. Such a team 
would cost about $4.00 per day. It could be taken charge of either by 
the Street Department or the Board of Health, as might be best. 
Undoubtedly this would be a rather crude method for a city of 14,000 
people, but it would at least be a start in the right direction. When 
the benefit derived from it was fairly demonstrated to the public, a 
better system would soon follow. Once established, it should of 
course be made compulsory on the public to put out their garbage and 
rubbish in suitable cans for easy collection.

DIPHTHERIA. 


The subject of diphtheria in Berlin is one on which a great deal 
could be said. Our records show it to be our most prevalent and 
dreaded disease. Beginning in May, 1911, it has been constantly 
with us; and since the opening of schools has increased to the propor- 
tions of an epidemic. Several different methods of stopping it have 
been tried with only partial success. Schools, theatres, churches and 
the library have been closed to young people for several weeks. 
Schools have been thoroughly fumigated, several of them a number of 
times. The period of quarantine has been greatly lengthened. » 
Doctors have been requested to use the utmost care in doubtful cases 
and to send cultures to the state laboratory for examination before 
making a diagnosis or removing a quarantine. Whole families have 
been kept in and supported at great expense by the City. The amount 
of disinfectant used in fumigating has been greatly increased. All 
suspicious cases and rumors of concealed cases have been investigated 
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by the Board. In fact, everything that would help in breaking up the 
disease has been tried. s 

My observations lead me to but one conclusion. Owing to the 
mild nature of many of the cases, there has been more or less doubt in 
the minds of the public that throat troubles have been anything more 
serious than tonsilitis. Consequently, there have been a large number 
of cases to which a physician was never called, and as a result these 
cases, not having been quarantined or disinfected, have quietly spread 
the disease all over the city. 


Our records show that we have far more cause to fear diphtheria, 
no matter how mild the attack may appear to be, than any of our 
other contagious diseases, except of course tuberculosis. There have 
been eleven deaths out of 114 cases—a mortality of 10 percent. Yet 
the conditions surrounding seven of these deaths were such that they 
would undoubtedly have been prevented had a physician been notified 
in time to administer antitoxin before the poison spread through the 
system. Looked at in this light, it appears as it parents were guilty of 
criminal negligence in failing to call a doctor on the appearance of the 
first suspicious symptoms, especially with diphtheria so prevalent in 
the city. 

The matter of expense cannot serve them as an excuse for trying 
to keep out of quarantine, for I venture to assert that there are few 
cities of this size in the country which do more for their quarantined 
families than the City of Berlin does. Antitoxin is furnished free of 
charge to all who are not amply able to pay for it, an expense which 
alone has amounted to $726.95 this year, as compared with $152 last 
year. Where it was possible, the wage-earners of the family have 
been thoroughly fumigated and allowed to board out and continue 
their work. Where this has been impossible, the City has always 
assumed the actual expenses of living such as meat, groceries, wood, 
milk, bread, etc. until such time as the men could be safely released 
from quarantine. Such expenses have amounted to $274.68. Yet with 
all this assistance from the City, families complain of the hardships of 
quarantine. 

To prevent the spread of the disease in the immediate family, 
physicians have been advised to administer an immunizing dose of 
1000 units of antitoxin to every child in the family. In many large 
families this has worked with marked success, none of the others 
contracting the disease, while in several instances where the procedure 
was not followed there have been two, three, and four cases in the - 
same family. It costs less in the end to pay for the extra antitoxin 
than it does to pay the expenses of the family during the necessarily 
longer period of quarantine. To sum up—let the public report every 
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suspicious case and give us a chance to isolate the family and thorough- 
ly disinfect their premises at the end of the disease, and we feel sure 
that epidemics will be things of the past in Berlin. 


SMALLPOX. 

With smallpox raging all about us, we have been very fortunate 
in having but two cases come to us so far. These have been so 
promptly isolated that there has been no spread of infection. This 
was undoubtedly due to immediately opening the Pest House and 
removing the cases from thecity. I believe this to be the cheapest and 
most successful way to handle the disease. It is the only place in 
which a case can be satisfactorily isolated and quarantined. At the 
same time, there is greater satisfaction among the public if they know 
the disease is not in the heart of the city. It is a fact that they dread 
smallpox more than they do diphtheria, although the latter has a 
death rate ten times greater than the former. 


DETENTION HOSPITAL. 


Several peculiar conditions have been brought to my attention the 
necessity of having some place which we can use as a detention 
hospital. Cases have come into the city which looked suspicious. 
They might or they might not be of a contagious nature. The question 
then arises, where can we put them to watch them? It is evident that 
a suspected diphtheria or scarlet fever case cannot be put into the 
smallpox hospital. Private families will not take in an entire stranger 
and run the risk of being infected. Hospitals do not want them. What 
shall we do with them? 

In a city of this size—the largest city in the whole north country; 
the center for the woodsman who is our greatest carrier of smallpox; 
a city with a large floating population—conditions certainly warrant 
the expenditure of money for a small, but first-class, detention hospital 
such as isso successfully used in other cities of the same size. If this 
proves too expensive, we should at least have a few rooms set aside in 
our new hospital for the special use of the city for sickness of a con- 
tagious nature. The latter scheme would require only two or three 
rooms entirely separate from the hospital with a private entrance. I 
believe that rooms were so fitted off for this express purpose when the 
new building was planned, but have not been opened for use as yet. 
The conditions are certainly serious enough to warrant the investiga- 
tion of the Board with the idea of acquiring some such place for the 
detention of suspicious cases. 


PEST HOUSE. 


It is evident that money will have to be laid out at no distant date 
on putting our pest house in better condition. The building needs a 
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coat of paint badly; the plaster needs looking after; a water system 
should be installed from an excellent spring near by; a bath-room with 
proper closet, tub, and cesspool connections should be built. The 
present arrangements which require the inmates to carry their 
water from a spring about 50 feet from the public highway are cer- 
tainly dangerous. If we should be so unfortunate as to have an 
epidemic in the summer time, the danger would be greatly increased 
as the spring is in constant use by passers-by. The building is a good 
one for the purpose, but like all other buildings, it needs taking care 
of. I would recommend an effort to obtain an appropriation of a few 
hundred dollars to put this place in first-class shape. 


VACCINATION. 

There have been 444 children vaccinated during the year at a 
total expense of $313.23. This leaves our schools, public and private, 
in excellent condition, and it should be a difficult proposition to get a 
smallpox epidemic started among our school children. 


% COVERING OF FOODSTUFFS. 

We have received several visits during the year from the Inspector 
of the State Board of Health, Mr. Purrington, and through his efforts 
all the bread sold in the city is being wrapped in clean, unused paper ; 
all candy, crackers, cooked meats, pickles, sugar, flour, lard, etc., 
offered for sale in any of our stores are covered on at least three sides 
by glass, paper or wood. Some of the stores have put in elaborate 
and costly showcases, and nearly all have met Mr. Purriagton more 
than half way in carrying out the new regulations of the State Board 
of Health. On his last visit in January, he expressed himself as well 
pleased with the progressive spirit shown by most of the store-keepers 
of Berlin, and with the conditions that existed. While not elaborate, 
they complied in nearly all particulars with sanitary requirements. 
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MILK. 
There have been 109 samples examined during the year as follows:

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DAIRY SCORES. 


As the table of dairy scores will show, there has been a gradual 
gain in scores over last year, and several of our farms have reached a 
satisfactory point in sanitary equipment and methods. Others havea 
long distance yet to go before they can be classed as up-to-date. — 

I still think that the scheme which I proposed in my last report 
requiring dairies to make a certain number of points increase in score 
each year until a certain point is reached should be adopted. Then 
each spring a man could be informed just what is to be expected of 
him that year if he is to be granted his license. Our records show 
that a great many points can be gained without the expenditure of a 
dollar. One man gained 21.7 points in one year at an expense of about 
ten dollars. Another gained over 20 points, a third over 15 points, and 
a fourth over 13 points just by the expenditure of a little “elbow- 
grease.” 

FARM INSPECTION. 


I believe that the question of farm inspection is of the utmost 
value in the production of good milk. It is largely educational, which 
should, however, be governed by some definite scheme of improve- 
ment. The Inspector should be given time to follow up this work 
regularly if the best results are to be gained. My report and the 
system of “time curves” in my office show that since October the 
time of the Milk Inspector has been entirely used up by the diphtheria 
and smallpox cases. A large portion of each day has been required to 
fumigate, quarantine, and look after the wants of these cases. A 
large amount of time is used up in walking from one place to another, 
and in a city laid out as Berlin is, this means a great many miles to be 
covered. Actual time records kept for a period of several months 
show that your officer spends from one to six hours a day in traveling 
about the city—the average being over three hours. At the rate of 
three and one-half or four miles an hour, this means from ten to fifteen 
miles a day, or a fair day’s work for the average horse. During the 
period of several weeks the Board allowed me the unlimited use of a 
team, and I found very little difficulty in keeping up with my work. 


It would also-be a wise provision to have someone in the city 
familiar with our method of fumigation who could be called upon to do 
the work in case of the absence or sickness of the Health Officer. He 
would also be handy during epidemics when the amount of fumigating 
is so great that it is impossible to keep up other lines of work which 
should not be neglected, especially milk inspection. I also find it 
injurious to the health to be continually working in the presence of 
formaldehyde gas, which is of an extremely poisonous nature. I would 
recommend that this matter be looked into, and that some provision 
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be made to furnish the Health Officer with some better and quicker 
means of getting about. Increased” efficiency would more than pay 
for the extra cost. Good horses can be obtained at all times of the 
year for their “keep”, which by the year would amount to about $150. 


ICING MILK. 

The practice of icing milk on the delivery teams started a year 
ago was strictly enforced this last summer with excellent results, not 
only to the consumer but to the dealer who had fewer complaints to 
attend to and lost fewer customers. The plan was developed a step 
further by requiring farmers shipping milk into the city by train to 
deliver it at the station at a temperature of not over fifty degrees. 
The temperature soon dropped around forty degrees and stayed there. 
The greatly improved quality of the milk was easily noticeable, and 
with the experience gained this year conditions should be still more 
improved next summer. 


CARE OF MILK IN THE HOME. 

If some plan could be devised to educate the public on how to 
care for milk after it is left at their door, we ought to be on a fair road 
to further reduce the death rate among babies and little children 
during the summer months. The very best milk in the world could 
not stand up under the treatment it would receive in many of the 
homes in thiscity. Mothers and housekeepers have not made as much 
progress in handling milk at home during the past two years as the 
milkmen in producing it. We should not develop one branch and not 
the other. Without exception our milkmen can at present leave a jar 
of milk of more than average good quality at our doors every morning. 
It is up to the public to learn how to take care of it. I would recom- 
mend that a small portion of our appropriation be devoted to the 
printing of pamphlets on this subject for free distribution in every 
home in this city. Many such instructive circulars from which ours 
could be modelled have been published by other cities, and I feel that 
an immense amount of good could be obtained from a very small 
expenditure of money. 


A LOCAL MILK SUPPLY. 

I am still of the opinion that our whole milk supply should be 
produced locally. There is no need of importing a single quart of 
milk from Maine or Vermont as we are now doing. Every time my 
work takes me up the Milan Road, I am impressed with the excellent 
opportunities to stock up the fine farms that are at present lying 
practically idle, and by a little scientific cultivation make them good 
paying propositions. I feel safe in saying that there is a market for 
every quart of good, pure, fresh milk that can be produced within 
hauling distance of this city. 
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RAILROAD MILK. 


At present, nearly one-half of the public are satisfied with railroad 
milk because it is all they can get, and in some instances it is a little 
cheaper. But with their growing interest in the subject of pure milk, 
it cannot be long before they will see the great advantage of doing 
away with imported miik and buying that which is produced on farms 
within controlling distance of the Milk Inspector. We have no means 
of knowing that the milk produced on farms in Maine is properly 
strained and cooled, or that the cows and stable are kept in a cleanly 
condition. We do knowthat milk from these places is from twenty- 
four to forty-eight hours old before it reaches the consumer ; that it 
is so dirty it has to be strained again before it is sold here; that it 
sours in summer sometimes before it can be bottled. How much 
better a milk that is produced and handled under conditions known to 
the Board of Health, and is only three to twelve hours old when it is 
delivered. 

TUBERCULIN TESTING OF CATTLE. 


There seems to be no progress in this State on the question of the 
compulsory tuberculin testing of cattle. Maine has and strictly 
enforces this law, but New Hampshire still holds back. Therefore it 
seems as if the only way of solving the problem is by local action. 
Many progressive cities in states which have no laws relating to the 
tuberculin test have passed ordinances of their own requiring the 
yearly testing of all cattle used in producing the milk supply of their 
city. In my opinion, this city should do likewise. If we want pure 
milk, let us not forget one of the essential features. We have an 
excellent milk ordinance in this city, one section of which reads as 
follows: “No milk shall be sold or offered for sale unless the cow is 
free from disease dangerous to the public health.” How are we to 
know this unless we use the tuberculin test? It is a well known fact 
that the physical examination of a cow for tuberculosis is not worth a 
row of pins except in cases so far advanced that any layman could see 
there was something the matter with the cow. Thousands of cows 
reacting to the tuberculin test have to all appearances been perfectly 
healthy, yet on a post mortem examination the presence of tubercu- 
losis has always been proved. An effort should be made to have this 
important subject added to our milk ordinance.

In accordance with the requirements of the City Ordinance, I 
herewith submit for your consideration the report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year 1911. 


The department responded to 58 still alarms and 28 bell alarms; 
total, 86 alarms. 


This report will be found to contain statements in detail embracing 
the amount of expenditures, a record of all fires and alarms which 
have occurred during the year and causes thereof as nearly as could 
be ascertained, with the names of the owners and occupants and the 
value, loss, insurance and insurance recovered in each case. Alarms 
have been numerous, and the department has been called upon to cope 
with some very difficult fires in the business district and they have in 
each instance been extinguished with small loss to adjoining property. 
In some cases the discovery was early, which allowed the department 
more advantage to extinguish them, losses were confined in reasonable 
bounds. Our fire alarm system is in good repair, three new boxes 
being added during the year: No. 28, Hemlock and Pine Streets, and 
No. 17, opposite St. Louis Hospital (auxiliary), No. 29 being on corner 
of Granite and Mason Streets. One thousand feet of new two and 
one-half inch hose has been purchased, but the amount now on hand 
is inadequate, as old hose is constantly going out of service. 


Two horses have been sold, one being unfit for fire service, and a 
new one purchased. ~

A few of the numerous duties of assessors as laid out by the New 
Tax Commission. “The truth of the statements contained in the in- 
ventories must be verified by independent investigatons. 

The assessors not only have no power to waive the filing of 
inventories, but they are liable to a penalty if they willfully fail to 
enforce the law. 

Appraisals—To appraise all taxable property at its full and true 
value in money as they would appraise the same in payment of a just 
debt due from a solvent debtor. 

It is not for courts or juries or other officers of the government to 
be governed in the performance of their duty by their own individual 
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notions or convictions; with respect to the policy or unpolicy of the 
law. 

It is for the legislative branch of the government to determine the 
policy of the law, not for those charged with its administration, and, 
until it is changed by that branch of the government the law must be 
enforced as it stands. 

The Tax Commission will not hesitate to perform its full duty in 
the above respect, and hold assessors responsible for the performance 
‘of their duties.” 

We found very little new property this year. With an increased 
appropriation we were obliged to increase the rate a small amount. 

To meet the requirements of the Tax Commission the coming 
year, we ask the support and cooperation of every citizen in the 
filling out and returning inventories. 

We wish to thank the Mayor and Council, tax collector also the 
citizens for their support and help in the past years work.

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Report of Finance Committee. 


To the Honorable Mayor and City Council: 


The Finance Committee herewith submits its report for the fiscal 
year ending January 31,1912. The date for closing the fiscal year has, 
by ordinance been changed from February 15th to January 31st, to 
give more time for preparing, printing and distributing the Annual 
Report, the period heretofore allowed having been found by experience 
to be too short for a proper performance of the work. 

The books and accounts of all the financial departments of the 
City have been examined, and audited, and the result appears in the 
auditor’s report. 

By reference to this report, and -the report of the city treasurer, 
which is made a part hereof, it will be noted that the City debt for the 
current fiscal year has been reduced to the extent of $20,822.60. 


All overdrafts have been charged to the transfer account, and all 
cash receipts, except taxes and items belonging to other departments, 
have been credited to this account, including unexpended balances of 
appropriations. Unexpected expenditures for repairs to the Central 
Fire Station, forest fires, diphtheria, small pox and vaccination, for 
which no appropriations were provided, have also been charged to this 
account. Notwithstanding these unexpected charges, and overdrafts, 
there is still a credit balance in the transfer account of $889.49, so that 
no net overdraft exists. 


The uncollected Oleson taxes, so called, for the years 1902, 1903, 
and 1904, have been abated in full, and a large portion of his uncol- 
lected taxes for the year 1905 have also been abated, leaving a balance 
for that year of only $1,205.42. 


Your Committee urgently recommend that asubstantial abatement 
of uncollected taxes be made each year and that a liberal overlay 
account of from $4,000 to $5,000 be provided by the assessors annually 
for this purpose. ‘ 

The Committee negotiated loans authorized by your Honorable 
Body in anticipation of taxes during the year to the amount of 
$30,000, and gave the City’s notes therefor. All of these notes have 
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been fully paid and satisfied out of the taxes for the current year, and 
the treasurer at the close of business for that year had on hand the 
sum of $13,911.73. 


All notes representing loans issued in anticipation of taxes should 
always be paid from the tax collections for that year, and a special 
effort to accomplish this should be made by all City administrations 
in the future. 


A new bridge consisting of two spans on Mason Street across the 
Androscoggin River must be constructed the coming season at an 
estimated cost of from $15,000 to $18,000. The bridges now in use are 
not adequate to accommodate the traffic over them, and are unsafe. 
We have not included in our recommendations for appropriations the 
expense incident to this work. 


We believe if expenditures for the coming year are limited to the 
appropriations which we have recommended, and no overdrafts are 
allowed, except in cases of grave necessity, that the cost of these 
bridges can be nearly, if not quite, satisfied from cash receipts to be 
credited to the transfer account. 


The school board have requested an appropriation for a new 
schoolhouse at Berlin Mills Village as a substitute for the Brown 
schoolhouse, now believed to be inadequate and unwholesome by reason 
of lack of proper ventilation. We have not recommended such appro- 
priation, hoping that in view of the expense incident to the construction 
of the new bridges, the building of the new schoolhouse in question 
‘might be postponed until another year. 


Your Committee has been advised by the city auditor that the 
sinking fund appropriation, which for several years has been $6,000 
annually, may now be reduced to $3,000, and that this amount appro- 
priated each year, with interest accumulations, will be sufficient to 
meet our bond issue due December 1, 1913, of $70,000, and the one due 
May 1, 1917, of $50,000. Our other bond issues are payable in annual: 
installments so that no sinking fund is necessary to meet them. We 
have, therefore, recommended an appropriation for the sinking fund 
of only $3,000 this year. If later this amount is found to be insufficient 
it can, of course, be increased, but if $3,000 is found to be all that is 
required, a resolution changing the amount of the appropriation 
should be duly passed by the City Council. 


A very creditable showing has been made by the tax collector for 
the past year, and notwithstanding the fact that the fiscal year has 
been shortened two weeks, he has collected the sum of $116,463.12, 
leaving his balance of the commitment at the close of business 
$24,926.51. 
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We recommend the following appropriations for the next fiscal 
year to meet the expenses of the various departments of the City
